PREFACE. 


H  E  Defign  of  fubmitting  to  the 
Publick  the  following  Sheets,  is 
principally  owing  to  a  Variety  of 
Afperfions  thrown  out  upon  the 
Britijb  Officers  employed  on  this 
Expedition,  by  the  Inhabitants  of 
our  Leeward  Colonies ,  partly  arifing  from  Mif- 
reprefentations  of  their  Condudt,  and  partly  from 
interefted  Views  of  particular  People,  which  the 
Succefs  of  his  Majefty’s  Arms  defeated,  blafting 
the  Hopes  of  many,  and  difappointing  the  private 
Ends  of  all. 

Some  cried  out  vehemently  againft  the  Retreat 
'  of  the  Troops  from  Martinico>  whilft  others  as 
Jqudly  exclaimed  againft  the  Capitulation  of 

Guadelupe :

C-uadelupe:  One  was  angry,  that  the  Squadron  at 
Port  Royal  did  not  fail  into  the  Heart  of  the  Cita¬ 
del,  and  anchor  upon  the  Walls  of  the  Parapet ; 
another,  that  Mr.  Hopfon  did  not  take  the  Wings 
ef  the  Morning,  fly  over  the  Gullies  at  Bajfe-Perre 
and  perch  at  once  upon  the  Top  of  the  Dos  d*Aney 
while  a  far  greater  Party  fecretly  lamented  the  In¬ 
terruption  of  an  underhand  Commerce  with  the 
Teligjoufly  neutral  Hand  of  St.  Eujlatia ,  wifhing 
the  Commodore  and  the  General,  the  Troops  and 
Squadron  at  the  D — ~J*  for  difturbing  the  friend¬ 
ly  Harmony  and  innocent  Correspondence  of  the 
French- Englijhmen  at  one  Place,  and  the  Dutch - 
Englifimen  at  the  other,  for  unfeafonably  breaking 
m  upon  what  might  with  fome  Propriety  be  called, 
ffhe  Frencb-Englijh  T rade  of  the  Caribbees  eftablifh- 
edi  that  is,  the  tranfporting  of  French  Sugars  in 
'Dutch  Bottoms  belonging  to  Englifh  Owners,  a 
Sort  of  Traffick  carried  on  through  the  right  bro¬ 
therly  Intercourfe  of  the  Martinico  Planter  and 
the  St.  Eujlatia  Captain  of  a  Schooner,  by  which 
our  truly  Britifh  Merchants  annually  enriched  them- 
fdves  for  only  the  trifling  Gonfideration  of  felling 
their  Country ,  and  putting  Arms  into  the  Hands 
of  the  common  Enemy,  to  enable  them  To  cut 
the  CI hr  oats  of  Englifhmen  in  all  Parts  of  the 
World.  ^ 

Some  of  them  too  are  faid  to  have  Plantations 
of  their  own  at  Martinico  •,  and  I  am  not  Angu¬ 
lar  in  my  Opinion  when  I  believe,  that  we  left 
many  an  aching  Heart  behind  us  at  Barbadoes , 
the  Day  the  Squadron  failed  for  Port  Royal ;  not 
out  of  ah  aided  ion  ate  Concern  for  the  Number  of 
brave  Fellows  of  their  Country,  who  were  going  in 
a  Way  to  be  knocked  o’  the  Head  in  a  few  Days, 
but  for  Fear  the  Enemy  fliould  not  be  ftrong 

enough  to  beat  their  Brains  out  as  fa  ft  as  they 

could 
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they  yearly  drew  their  treafonable  Rents  and  Pro¬ 


natural  Enemy  of  their  Country,  and  encreafmg 
the  Revenues  of  a  Prince  at  open  War  with  their 
Sovereign. 

Had  Alar  tint  co  fallen,  they  likewife  feared  a 
Reduction  in  the  Value  of  their  Plantations  in  our 
own  Iflands,  as  fo  great  a  Quantity  of  Sugar  would 
then  be  added  for  the  future  to  the  Englifh  Market, 
which  of  Cotirfe  would  beat  down  the  Prices  of 
that  Commodity  to  them. 

They  exclaimed  afterwards  again  ft  the  Capitu¬ 
lation  of  Guadelupe ,  but  gave  very  little  AfTiftance 
towards  the  Reduction  of  it;  and  not  even  that, 
as  long  as  the  Troops  remained  at  Bajfe  Terre ,  nor 
till  after  the  Death  of  Mr.  Hopfon ,  when  they 
found  by  General  Barrington* s  Motions  on  the  Side 
of  Grande  Terre ,  that  there  were  no  Hopes  left  of 
his  quitting  the  Ifland  ;  they  then  indeed  fent  Ne¬ 
groes  to  the  Army,  in  Expectation,  I  imagine,  of 
coming  in  for  their  Share  of  Plunder  when  the 
Ifland  jfhould  be  taken ;  or  of  laying  out  their 
Money  to  Advantage,  which  they  were  collecting 
every  where,  and  particularly  at  Antigua ,  with 
that  View;  having  their  Eye  upon  new  Pur  chafes , 
and  not  in  the  lead  confidering  the  Benefits  ac- 
Cruing  to  the  People  of  England  from  the  Poflfeflion 
of  the  Ifland  at  any  Rate,  the  entire  Reduction  of 
which,  without  a  Capitulation,  might  have  been 
the  Work  of  Years;  for  Inftance,  how  long  was 
it  before  the  Spaniards  gave  up  the  quiet  PofTeffion 
of  Jamaica  to  the  EngliJlj?  How  many  Years 
were  they  in  open  Arms,  and  have  they  not  their 
Plantations  amongft  us,  their  particular  Rights  and. 
Privileges  at  this  Day  ?

They 
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They  were  angry  with  the  General ,  I  prefume, 
for  not  putting  the  poor  Inhabitants  to  Death,  or 
for  not  banifhing  them  off  the  Ifland  ;  and  for  be¬ 
ing  fo  very  nnreafonable  as  to  allow  them  the  En¬ 
joyment  of  their  own  Houfes  and  EJiates ,  after 
having  been  kept  out  by  Fire  and  Sword  for  three 
Months,  hanging  in  the  Air  like  Mahomet's  Tomb, 
or  flung  in  Hammocks  in  the  Woods  from  one 
Tree  to  another;  or  for  not  dividing  them,  like 
the  Roman  Confuls  of  old,  amongft  his  Officers , 
who  being  a  Set  of  Gentlemen  perhaps  not  the 
mojt  remarkable  in  the  World  for  knowing  the  Value 
of  Money,  and  but  few  6f  them  Matters  of  a 
very  refined  Skill  in  keeping  it,  they  concluded 
would  part  with  their  new  Eftates for  a  Trifle  to  the 
firft  Purchafer  ;  taking  it  for  granted,  and  not 
without  Reafon,  that  as  loon  as  a  noble  Captain  had 
got  his  Portion  of  Acres  parcelled  out  to  him,  in- 
flead  of  turning  his  victorious  Plead  to  the  ferviie 
Operations  of  grinding  Sugar ,  or foiling  his  martial 
Fingers  in  cutting  Canes  and  plucking  Cotton ,  he 
would  flick  up  a  Broom  upon  his  Houfe,  the  firft 
'  Hour  became  there,  as  a  Signal  for  Sale :  On  which 
down  fally  thefe  rapacious  Harpies , 

Subiti  horrifico  lapfu  de  montibus  adflunt — 

Jingle  Piftoles,  Dollars,  and  Johannefes,  about 
his  Ears,  or  blind  his  diftinguijhing  Eyes  with  a 
Bag  of  Spanijh  Gold  Dufl>  and  fo  the  Plantation’s 
their  own  for  nothing. 

Bellum  dir  a  cum  Gente  gcrendumy 

No  wonder  then,  that  the  neighbouring  IJlan - 
ders  cried  out  againft  a  Capitulation,  which  totally 
difconcerted  all  thefe  avaricious  Projefts  and  flelfiflh 
i Views,  by  fecuring  to  the  People  Of  Eng¬ 
land  in  common  with  them  a  rich,  and  fertile 

Country, 
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Country,  which  they  had  vainly  imagined  would, 
in  a  fhort  ipace  of  1  ime,  have  become  their  own 
foie  Property,  and  that  of  Negro -Drivers  and  Creol 
Attornies  and  Agents. 

No  wonder  then,  that  the  mod  refpefted  Cha¬ 
racters  amongft  us  were  called  in  Queftion,  and  o- 
penly  abufed  and  infulted  in  all  the  Colonies 
round;  our  Commanders  fpoke  of  with  Indignity, 
and  our  Officers  with  Contempt;  and  this,  aEe'r 
having  been  half-broiled  to  Death  at  one  Time, 
and  half-ftarved  at  another,  living  upon  accidental 
Provifion  and  the  Chance  of  the  Day  for  upwards 
or  fix  Months  together;  at  which  Time  the 
Troops  returned  Home,  loaded  with  the  pious 
Wifhes  of  their  honeft  Countrymen  behind,  that  they 
had  never  come  there  at  all,  and  devoutly  praying, 
that  they  might  never  come  back. 

After  having  faid  thus  much,  it  would  be  doing 
great  Injuftice  not  to  acknowledge,  that  there  were 
very  many  worthy  Men  in  all  the  Wands,  who 
thought  differently,  were  fenfible  of  the  Impor¬ 
tance  of  this  new  Acquihtion,  and  who  never 
failed  to  fpeak  with  Honour  of  the  Officers  em¬ 
ployed,  and  of  the  great  Fatigues  endured  by  the 
Troops :  If  indeed  any  particular  Steps  were  lia¬ 
ble  to  Ceniure,  and  did  nor  meet  with  general  Ap¬ 
probation,  it  ought  to  be  confidered,  that  Huma¬ 
nity  is  fubjeCl  to  Error,  and  that  Officers  are  but 
Men,  expofed  to  the  fame  Infirmities  with  others, 
and  deceived  as  frequently  in  their  Judgment,  by 
falfe  Appearances,  falfe  Intelligence,  or  miftaken 
Principles  of  ACbon  :  Yet  furelyfome  Allowance 
,  is  to  be  made  for  thofe,  who  fo  often  facrifice  their 
Lives,  and  always  their  Eafe,  for  the  Service  of 
the  Nation  and  the  Benefit  of  the  Publick,  and 
who  fight  for  them,  bleed  and  .ftarve  for  them, 
whenever  they  are  called  upon. 
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It  was  therefore  in  regard  to  thefe  Virulences  fo 
protufely  fpread  abroad,  and  in  particular  at  Bar - 
badoes  and  Antigua ,  at  the  Time  the  Convoy  was 
collecting  together,  that  I  became  determined  on 
our  Paflage  home,  to  draw  up  a  little  Account  of  all 
the  Material  Movements  of  the  Fleet  and  Forces, 
in  order  that  our  Countrymen  in  England  might 
be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  Progrefs  of  this 
Armament  fent  out  to  the  IVeft- Indies  y  and  that  the 
European  Reader,  having  the  principal  Fails  laid 
down  before  him,  may  form  to  himfelf  an  impar¬ 
tial  Opinion  of  the  Conduit  of  the  Troops  and 
Squadron,  unprejudiced  by  transmitted  Reports  or 
foreign  Mifreprefentations  •,  and  I  have  prefixed 
my  Name,  to  the  Intent  that  if  I  have  advanced 
ny  Untruths,  I  may  be  confuted  by  a  Number  of  ' 
Officers  now  at  home,  all  of  them  equally  ac¬ 
quainted  with  what  palled  abroad,  and  molt  of 
them  far  fuperior  Judges  in  military.  Affairs  than 
what  I  can  pretend  to  be. 

The  Reader  will  find,  that  in  what  relates  to  the 
Tranfailions  on  the  Side  of  Cap  eft  er  re  and  Grande 
Terre ,  I  am  not  fo  particular  as  ellewhere,  which 
he  will  account  for  very  eafily,  when  he  confiders 
that  my  Duty  called  me  to  another  Station  *,  there 
I  muff  beg  the  Indulgence  of  the  Gentlemen  em¬ 
ployed,  if  I  have  not  done  Juftice  to  the  many 
Inftances  of  Bravery,  of  which  I  know  very  fignal 
Proofs  were  given  *,  but  ailing  at  that  Time  at  a 
Diftance  from  them  at  Dominica ,  I  could  not  be  fo 
minutely  informed  as  if  upon  the  Spot,  and  I  did 
not  care  to  let  down  any  Thing,  to  the  Authenti¬ 
city  of  which  I  could  not  anfwer. 

What  follows  (as  was  mentioned  above)  was 
wrote  upon  the  Paflage  home,  and  finifhed  before 
we  arrived  at  Plymouth ,  fuch  as  it  now  appears  to 
thePublick.

Spithead,  England. 

BOUT  the  latter  End  of  October , 
1758,  Catpain  Hughes  in  the  Nor¬ 
folk,  with  a  Squadron  of  Men  of 
War  and  a  Fleet  of  Tranfports,  de- 
figned  upon  an  Expedition  to  the 
Weft-Indies ,  failed  from  Spithead , 
but  being  obliged  to  put  back  by  contrary  Winds, 
he  failed  again  from  St.  Helen* s,  November  12,  and 
having  fent  the  Berwick  a-head  to  call  out  the 
Ships  and  Tranfports  that  were  lying  in  Plymouth 
Sound  ready  to  join  him,  he  proceeded  down  the 
•Channel. 

November  13.  The  Berwick  about  three  o’Clock 
in  the  Afternoon  appeared  off'  Plymouth  with  a 
Hutch  Enfign  flying  at  her  Main-topmaft  Head, 
upon  which  Capt.  Shuldham  in  the  Panther  made 
the  Signal  to  weigh. 

November  15.  The  whole  Squadron  joined  in 
Latitude  49:  40.  and  confifted  of  the  following

In  the  Tranfports  were  the  following  Regi¬ 
ments,  with  a  Detachment  of  the  Artillery  from 
Woolwich ,  Old  Buffs ,  Duroure's ,  Elliot's ,  Barring- 
ion's,  Wat  fan's,  Armiger's. 

On  board  the  feveral  Men  of  War  the  Marines 
were  augmented  to  the  Number  of  800,  and  were 
intended  to  be  formed  into  a  Battalion  under  the 
Command  of  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Major,  in 
order  to  land  with  the  Troops,  and  to  do  Duty  in 
the  Line ;  but  upon  the  Arrival  of  the  Squadron 
at  Barbadoes ,  Commodore  Moore  refufed  hi*  Af- 
fent  to  land  them  in  Battalion,  and  did,  in  effed, 
take  away  all  Command  from  the  Lieutenant-Co¬ 
lonel  and  Major  of  Marines. 

The  General  Officers  employed  on  this  Expe¬ 
dition  were  Major-General  Hopfon,  Commander 
in  Chief;  Ma)or-General  Barrington ;  Colonels, 
Armiger  and  Haldane ;  and  Lieutenant- Colonels, 
Jrapaud  and  Clavering,  Brigadiers. 

Nov.  1 6.  This  and  the  following  Days  theWind 
being  foul,  and  it  coming  on  to  blow  frefh,  on  the 
10th  Capt.  Hughes,  at  four  in  the  Morning,  made 
a  Signal  to  put  back ;  but  at  five  in  the  Afternoon 
the  Wind  changing  in  his  favour,  he  tacked  again, 
and  ilood  on  his  Way  ;  and  after  a  Pafiage  of  feven 
Weeks  and  three  Days,  without  any  very  material 
Occurrences  intervening,  appeared  with  the  above 
Armament  off  the  Iflandof  Bardr.does,  on  Wedneff 
day,  January  3,  1759,  and  came  to  an  Anchor 
with  his  Squadron  in  Carlijle-Bay,  the  Place  of 
Rendezvouz  for  the  Fleet  in  Cafe  of  Separation  by 
bad  Weather.  Car* 


Carlisle-Bay,  Barbadoes. 

Jan .  g.  Barbadoes,  is  a  rich  and  fertile  In¬ 
land,  lying  in  die  Latitude  of  13.  5.  N.  Longi¬ 
tude  59.  W.  in  length  about  30  Englijh  Miles,  and 
about  12  Miles  broad:  The  S.  W.  Point  forms  a 
Bay,  called  Carlijle  Bay,  where  there  is  a  depth  of 
Water  from  12  to  go  Fathom.  It  takes  its  Name 
from  James  Earl  of  Carlijle  who  obtained  the  firil 
Grant  of  the  Ifland,  Anno  1625,  from  King  Charles 
the  Fir  ft ,  but  in  the  Year  1661,  King  Charles  the 
Second ,  purchafed  the  Right  of  the  Proprietors, 
and  ever  fince  it  has  been  a  Royal  Government. 
The  Town  of  chiefeft  Note  is  Bridgetown,  which 
lies  on  the  Bay,  The  Produce  of  the  Ifland  is  Rum, 
Sugar,  Indigo,  Cotton,  Ginger,  Pine- Apples,  Gua¬ 
vas,  Plantanes,  Oranges,  Lemons,  and  lames. 

As  the  Ships  approached,  the  Ifland  rofe  gra¬ 
dually  out  of  the  Sea  with  a  delightful  Verdure, 
prefenting  a  mod  inviting  profpedt  of  the  Coun¬ 
try  all  around,  which  looked  like  a  Garden ;  the 
Plantations  were  amazingly  beautiful,  interfperfed 
at  little  diftances  from  each  other,  and  adorned 
with  Fruits  of  various  Colours  *,  fome  were  fpread 
cut  in  fine  and  open  Lawns,  in  others  the  waving 
Canes  bowed  gently  to  the  Winds  from  hanging 
Mountains ;  while  the  continual  motion  of  the 
Sugar-Mills  difperfed  in  every  part,  and  working 
as  it  were  in  Concert,  enlivened  the  engaging 
Scene,  and  made  it  infinitely  linking  to  Eyes  long 
accuftomed  to  the  unentertaining  Range  of  Sky 
and  Water  only. 

The  Inhabitants  were  drawn  up  along  the  Shore, 
and  a  general  Alarm  given  to  the  Ifland,  as  ufual, 
upon  feeing  a  ftrange  Fleet,  and  fo  large  a  one  was 
a  new  Spectacle  at  Barbadoes ,  where  they  were  en¬ 
tirely  ignorant  of  the  Force  it  contained,  and  only 
smelled  its  future  Deftination. 


From 
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From  Barbadoes ,  Sc.  Vincent,  bears  W.  a- 
bout  2 6  Leagues,  St  Lucia,  W.  N.  W.  e0,  and 
Martinico  N.  W. 

As  loon  as  the  Fleet  came  to  an  anchor.  Com¬ 
modore  Moore ,  who  was  lying  in  CarliJle^Bay , 
with  his  Broad  Pendant  hoifted  on  board  the  Cam- 
bridge,  in  Company  with  the  Brijlol ,  Woolwich , 
Roebuck,  Rye,  and  Barbadoes  Sloop,  threw  out  a 
Signal  tor  all  Lieutenants,  and  took  upon  him  the 
Command  of  the  united  Squadrons. 

Jan.  8.  The  following  Days,  while  the  Fleet 
remained  here,  were  chiefly  employed  in  watering 
the  Ships,  landing  and  re-embarking  the  Troops, 
who  were  Reviewed  by  Governor  Pinfold,  and  Ge¬ 
neral  Hopfon-,  in  Councils  of  War  ;  in  Afiemblies 
of  the  Council  of  the  Ifland ;  in  ifliiing  Procla¬ 
mations  ;  and  beating  up  for  Voluntiers ;  all  which 
ended  in  fending  40  Negroes  on  board  each  Line-of 
Battle-Ship,  to  draw  the  Cannon  on  Shore,  &c. 
This  was  the  foie  Reinforcement  his  Majefly’s 
Squadron  received  while  at  Barbadoes ,  excepting 
about  200  Highlanders,  belonging  to  the  fecond 
Battalion  of  Lord  John  Rdurray's,  Regiment, 
brought  over  under  convoy  of  the  Ludlow^Cajlle, 
from  Scotland. 

13.  With  this  Armament,  confiderably  impair¬ 
ed  by  ficknefs  *  and  which  could  not  exceed  5000 
Men  compleaf,  Commodore  Rdoore ,  and  General 
Hopfon,  fet  fail  from  Carlijle-Bay,  Saturday  Jan. 
13th,  at  eleven  o’Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  flood 
for  the  Ifland  of  MartMco. 

Martinico,  or  as  the  French  call  it  Marti¬ 
nique,  lies  in  the  Latitude  of  14.  30.  N.  Longi- 

*  The  Troops  unaccuftomed  to  the  Climate,  fuffered 
greatly  from  Fevers,  from  the  Flux,  the  Scurvy  from  the  ufe 
of  Salt  Provifsons,  and  from  an  accidental  Evil,  the  SmaH- 
Pox,  which  broke  out  amongll  the  Transports. 

tu'dc 
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tilde  61  W.  It  is  about  13  Leagues  in  lengtn,  and 
j  in  breadth,  full  of  Hills,  one  of  which  appears 
at  a  great  diftance  relembiing  the  Crown  of  a 
Man’s  Hat,  and  is  therefore  called  by  way  of  dif-t 
tindlion,  the  Cardinal9 s  Cap,  and  is  a  good  Land* 
Mark  to  Sailors.  On  the  North  Side  of  it  lie 
three  fmall  Hands,  one  of  which  is* called  Tree- 
IJlani ,  being  well  wooded  and  fupplied  with  Wa¬ 
ter,  with  a  good  landing  Place  for  Boats :  Indeed 
the  whole  Hand  of  Mar  tint  co  is  exceedingly  well 
watered,  Rivulets  running  every  where  through 
it.  The  moft  beautiful  Part  of  the  Country  is  to 
the  S.  W.  It  produces.  Sugar ,  Rum ,  Moloffes , 
Cotton,  Ginger,  Indigo,  &c.  like  the  other  Lee¬ 
ward  Colonies .  It  has  feveral  Bays,  of  which  the 
Chief  is  the  Great  Bay  of  Port-Royal,  the  Capital 
of  the  Hand,  and  the  Bay  of  St.  Pierre,  a  large 
Town  about  feven  Leagues  from  ittotheN.-W. 
Port-Royal  Bay  runs  up  about  feven  Miles,  in  fome 
Places  near  five  Miles  in  breadth*

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Jan.  14,  At  eight  in  the  Morning  the  Squadron 
made  the  Land  of  Martinique ;  at  ten  was  off  the 
Ifland  of  St.  Lucia ,  which  fhewed  very  high  ;  at 
twelve  off  the  Ifland  of  Martinique ,  when  the 
Cardinal*  s-Cap  bore  N.  N.  W,  half  N.  ten

Jan.  1 5.  At  Six  in  the  Morning  the  Commodore 
flood  in  between  the  Iflands  of  St.  Lucia  and  Mar¬ 
tinico  ;  at  feven  Martinico  bore  N.  W.  about  three 
Leagues,  and  St.  Lucia  S.  W.  near  the  fame  dis¬ 
tance,  when  the  Commodore  threw  out  Signals  for 
the  Rippon Winch  eft  er  ftVoolwich ,  Lyon  and  Roebuck , 
to  come  within  hail  of  him. 

At  nine  the  Commodore  hailed  the  Rippon  to 
to  keep  near  him  and  to  make  ready  for  Aftion  : 
At  eleven  the  Squadron  was  dole  in  with  tht  Dia¬ 
mond  Rock ,  at  Martinique ,  and  paffed  by  a  Fort 
in  the  imall  Bay  of  St.  Anne's,  and  another  of 
Embrafures,  which  took  no  Notice  of  the  Fleet. 
At  twelve  the  South  Point  of  the  Great  Bay  of 
Port-Royal ,  bore  N.  W.  three  Miles ;  at  two  the 
Citadel  of  Port-Royal  and  the  Forts  about  the  Bay 
fired  Signal  Guns  and  hoided  Colours,  on  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  Englifh  Squadron;  at  the  fame 
time  the  Floriftant  of  74  Guns,  and  a  French  Fri¬ 
gate,  then  lying  under  the  Guns  of  Fort-Negro, 
made  fail  and  turned  up  under  the  Citadel,  and  a- 
bout  fix  in  the  Evening  came  to  an  Anchor  in  the 
Carenage  behind  it.  This  Frigate  proved  to  be 
the  Bellona ,  which  made  her  efcape  this  Night 
through  the  Tranfports,  and  was  taken  afterwards 
in  her  Paffage  to  Old  France ,  by  the  Veftal ,  Capta 
Hood ,  giving  the  firll  Intelligence  in  England ,  of 
the  Arrival  of  the  Fleet  at  Martinico . 

At  four  the  Squadron  having  entered  the  Bay, 
the  Battery  at  the  Ifle  dies  Ramiers ,  or  Pidgeon - 
Jftand ,  fired  two  fliot  at  the  Rippon ,  being  the  fe~ 
eond  Ship.  The  Ifle  des  Ramiers ,  is  a  little  Ifland 
about  half  way  up  the  Bay,  on  which  is  eredted  & 

Battery 
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Battery  very  high,  which  occafionally*  play’d  upon 
the  Shipping  as  they  came  in. 

At  five  the  Commodore  brought  to,  and  made 
the  Signal  for  all  Matters  of  Tranfports ,  with  the 
proper  Signals  for  the  Lyon^  Briftol ,  and  Rippon  \ 
which  being  anfwered,  he  made  fail  again,  and  the 
Squadron  was  all  Night  employed  in  turning  into 
the  Great  Bay  of  Port-Royal.

fan.  1 6.  The  firft  Attack  upon  the  Ifland  of 
Martinico  was  made  this  Morning  at  Fort-Negro ,  a 
flrongBattery  of  feven  Embrafures,and  within  three 
Miles  of  the  Citadel.  The  Briftof  Rippon ,  and  Lyon 
were  ordered  over  Night  for  this  Service,  but  the 
Lyon  driving  out  to  Sea  afterwaids,  at  fix  the  Briftol 
and  Rippon  flood  in  for  the  Fort,  and  at  eight  the 
Briftol ,  having  anchored  dole  in  with  it,  began  to 
engage.  About  nine  the  Rippon  anchored  aftern  of 
her,  when  the  Battery  being  filenced,  at  ten  the 
Marines  from  both  Ships  landed  in  the  Flat-bot- 
tom’d  Boats,  and  climbing  up  the  Rock  enterki 
in  at  the  Embrafures  with  Bayonets  fixed,  but 
found  it  entirely  abandoned  by  the  Enemy,  and 
feemingly  with  fome  Precipitation,  ieveral  Hats, 
and  Swords,  Silver  Spurs,  being  picked  up 
by  the  Men  in  different  Parts  of  it.  A  Lieute¬ 
nant  from  each  Ship  with  a  Party  of  Seamen,  who 
row’d  the  Boats,  entered  with  the  Marines,  and  a- 
bout  half  an  hour  after  ten,  the  Englifli  Colours 
were  hoifted,  and  Marine  Centinels  ported  upon 
the  Parapet. 

The  Officers  having  made  the  neceflary  Difpo- 
fitions  in  cafe  of  being  attacked  by  any  Detach¬ 
ment  from  the  Citadel  or  Garrilon  at  Port-Royal , 
the  Lieutenant  of  the  Briftol^  returned  on  board 

C  2  tQ 
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to  acquaint  Capt.  Lejlie  with  the  Condition  of  the 
Fort,  and  that  it  was  the  Opinion  of  the  Marine 
Officers,  that  it  was  tenable  againft  any  Attempts; 
of  the  Enemy  to  retake  it,  efpecially  as  the  Troops 
employed  on  iuch  an  Occafion  mu  ft  of  neceflity  be 
expofed  to  the  Fire  of  the  two  Ships-,  upon  which 
Capt.  Lejlie  *,  order’d  them  to  keep  Poffeffion  till 
he  made  a  Signal  to  re-embark.  In  the  mean 
time  the  Detachment  in  the  Fort  proceeded  to 
fpike  up  the  Guns,  knock’d  off  the  Trunnions, 
broke  the  Carriages,  and  deftroyed  the  Powder  in 
the  Magazine.  *  1 

,  At  this  Time  Commodore  Moore  made  the  Sig¬ 
nal  for  all  General  Officers,  and  at  twelve  o’Clock 
the  Signal  to  anchor.  The  Mafter  of  the  Rippon 9 
Mr.  Jacobs ,  founded  from  Fort- Negro ,  to  the 
Northward  as  far  as  the  Northmoft  Point  but  one* 
and  found  from  twenty  to  thirteen  Fathom,  fine 
Sand  and  fmooth  Ground. 

At  two  the  whole  Fleet  came  to  an  anchor  in  the* 
Great  Bay  of  Port-Royal ,  the  Citadel  bearing  E,. 
about  three  Miles,  and  the  Commodore  made  the 
Signal,  to  prepare  to  land  the  Troops. 

The  Which ejier ,  Woolwich ,  and  Roebuck ,  were 
fent  in  to  attack  a  Fort  in  the  Bay  of  Casdes  NavF 
res ,  a  fmall  Bay  lower  down,  two  Miles  to  the 
Northward  of  Fort-Negro ,  whom  it  was  propofed 
to  land  the  Troops:  Having  filenced  this  Battery* 
and  blown  up  the  Magazine,  the  three  Ships  lay 
by  to  cover  the  Flat-bottom’d  Boats  upon  landing, 
and  with  the  Brjlol  and  Rippon  kept  a  conftant 
fire  upon  the  Shore. 

At  this  Time  the  French  Troops  detached  from  the 
Citadel  to  oppofe  the  landing  of  the  Englijh  Forces, 
which  they  expedited  from  the  Situation  would  be 
attempted  in  this  Bay,  being  deceived  by  the  Ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  Marine  Centinels  on  the  Parapet  ' 


*  Captain  of  the  Drift  oh 
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at  Fort-Negro ,  whom  they  took  for  part  of  the 
Army  already  dif-embarked,  and  fearing  they 
fhould  be  put  between  two  Fires,  retir’d  immedi¬ 
ately  back  "to  Port-Royal ,  leaving  the  Beach  with-  1 
out  Defence,  and  by  this  means  afforded  an  Oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  different  Brigades  to  land  without 
any  Interruption. 

Capt.  Leflie  having  made  a  Signal  from  the  Bri¬ 
stol  for  the  Marines  and  Seamen  in  Fort-Negro  to 
come  off,  the  Centinels  were  withdrawn,  and  the 
Colours  taken  down  ;  after  which,  and  having 
thrown  the  broken  Carriages  of  the  Cannon  down 
the  Rock,  they  re-embarked  on  board  their  feveral 
Ships,  without  any  moleftation  from  the  Enemy. 

As  the  Squadron  was  now  at  an  anchor  between 
Fort-Negro  and  Pidgeon-JJland ,  and  within  three 
Miles  of  the  Town  and  Citadel  of  Port-Royal , 
the  Enemy  foon  difcovered  the  headmoft  Ships  to 
be  within  reach  of  their  Mortars*,  and  accor¬ 
dingly  at  three  the  Garrifon  in  the  Citadel  began  to 
throw  large  Shells  at  the  Fleet,  which  flew  over 
the  Rippon ,  Briftol ,  and  Lyon,  and  fell  aftern  into 
the  Sea  without  any  effeft,  upon  which,  at  half  an 
hour  paft  three,  the  Commodore  fent  a  Lieutenant 
on  board  thofe  Ships,  with  Orders^  for  them  to 
weigh  immediately  •,  fiip’d  himfelf  in  the  Cam¬ 
bridge,  and  drop’d  aftern. 

The  T roops  Land. 

At  four  the  Signal  was  made  to  land  the  Troops, 

.  which  in  confequence  of  the  Signal  made  at  two 
o’Clock  to  prepare  to  land,  were  already  affembled 
m  the  Flat- bottom’d  Boats  along-fide  of  that 
Tranfport  where  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
Brigade  they  belonged  to  was  on  board.  Upon 

*  A  Shell  thrown  from  a  Mortar,  with  the  greateft  Reqai- 
fite  of  Powder,  is  generally  fuppoftd  to  fly  about  two  Miles 

and  two  Thirds,  , 
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the  Signal  being  made  to  land,  the  Boats  put  off 
immediately,  and  at  five  the  firfc  and  fecond  Bri¬ 
gade  landed  without  Oppofition,  on  the  Beach  in 
Las  des  Navtres  Bay,  about  five  Miles  from  Port - 
Koyac  ■  loon  after  Part  of  the  third  Brigade  landed 
a  ne  same  Place,  the  whole  Army  confiding  only 
of  three  Brigades  of  two  Battalions  each. 

At  half  an  Hour  pa  ft  five  the  Troops,  which 
bad  made  good  their  landing,  formed,  and 
marched  up  by  Files  into  the  Country  towards 
rori- Negro,  and  laid  upon  their  Arms  all  Night. 

At  fix  Commodore  Moore ,  made  fail  again'with 
tiie  Fleet,  which  ail  Night  was  employ’d  in  turning 
upjnto  the  Great  Bay,  nearer  to  Port-Royal.  ° 

Jan-  1 7-  -At  feven  in  the  Morning  faw  the 
i  roops  advanced  beyond  Fort-Negro,  firing  the 
Woods  and  clearing  their  Front  towards  Port-Royal. 

At  eign.t  the  Commodore  made  the  Signal  to 
man  and  aj  m  ail  Boats,  when  the  Remainder  of  the 
third  Brigade  was  landed  at  Fort-Negro. 

At  ten  Jaw  an  Englifh  Battery  playing  from  an 
Hill  above  the  Fort  and  ffcouring  the  Woods.  All 
the  Morning  the  Troops  kept  engaging  with  Small 
Arms,  the  Enemy  never  prefenting  a  Front,  but 
firing  from  theBufhes  and  behind  Trees. 

About  Noon  the  Troops  were  feen  ad  van  cine 
up  the  Hill  which  overlooked  the  Town  and  Cita¬ 
del,  when  to  Obfervers  in  the  Squadron  all  Ap¬ 
pearances  feemed  to  promife  Sneeds,  and  flatter’d 
them  with  a  fpeedy  Conqueft  of  the  Metropolis  of 
thelfland;  but 

At  two,  General  I  lop f on  lent  on  board  the  Cam- 
bridge ,  to  acquaint  the  Commodore,  that  he  found 
it  impoffible  to  maintain  liis  Ground,  unlefs  the 
Squadron  could  give  him  Affiftancc,  by  landing 
fonie  heavy  Cannon  at  the  Savanna ,  near  the 
i  own  of  Port-Royal  %  or  that  the  Commodore 
would  attack  the  Citadel  in  the  Bay  at  the  fame 

Time 
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Time  he  did  it  on  Shore,  both  which  the  Council 
of  War  (which  was  immediately  held)  judged  to 
be  impracticable,  as  in  landing  the  Cannon  at  the 
Savanna ,  the  Boats  employed  mult  of  necefiity  be 
expofed  to  the  Fire  of  the  Garrifon  *  ;  and  the  Ci¬ 
tadel  could  not  be  attacked  by  the  Squadron  with¬ 
out  the  greatefl  Rifqu(e,  for  the  Eaflerly  Wind  and 
Leeward  Current  conftantly  fetting  out  of  the  Bay, 
prevented  the  Men  of  War  from  proceeding  any 
higher,  without  being  obliged  to  tack  frequently  ; 
in  doing  of  which  feme  Hours  would  be  taken  up, 
all  which  time  they  could  not  fail  of  being  canno¬ 
naded  from  the  Citadel,  from  the  Battery  at  Pid- 
geon-I/land ,  and  from  another  ftrong  Battery  at  the 
upper  end  of  the  Bay  on  the  opposite  Shore  to 
the  Town.  It  was  however  propofed  to  land  the 
Cannon  at  Fort-Negro?  which  the  Seamen  were  to 
draw  to  *f  any  Place  where  the  General  fhould 
judge  convenient  to  form  his  Attack ;  and  accor¬ 
dingly  the  Squadron  came  to  an  anchor. 


The  "Troops  re-imbark. 

At  Four  o*Clock  it  appeared  that  General  Hop* 
.Jon  thought  proper  to  retire  with  the  Troops,  and 
Orders  were  given  to  have  the  Boats  ready  to  affift 
in  bringing  them  off. 

At  five  the  Commodore  ordered  the  Rippoft 
to  weigh  and  to  warp  up  nearer  to  Fort-Negro ,  to 
cover  the  Re-embarkation  of  the  Troops,  who 
were  now  retreating  from  their  advanced  Folds  j 

*  The  Difficulty  of  landing  Cannon  from  Catamarans  is  at 
all  7  imes  found  to  be  fo  very  great,  as  renders  it  next  to  im- 
poffible  to  fucceed,  where  an  Enemy  can  annoy  you  in  the  Exe¬ 
cution  ;  and  therefore  is  never  attempted,  but  in  Places  of  Se¬ 
curity,  and  out  of  the  Reach  of  their  Guns.

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at  feven  the  Boats  were  fent  away,  and  at  nine 
in  the  Evening,  when  the  Moon  was  well  up,  the 
T roops  re-embarked  at  Fort-Negro,  after  letting 
Fire  in  their  March  to  all  the  Canes  and  Country 
round  about  them,  with  little  or  no  Moleftation 
from  the  Enemy. 

Killed  in  this  Attack  Capt.  Dalmahoy,  of  the 
Grenadiers  in  Duroure’s,  and  22  Men.  Wounded 
Capt.  Campbell,  of  Duroure’s,  and  Lieut.  Lejlie  of 
the  Highlanders,  with  47  Men,  Total  69. 

Jan.  18.  At  fix  the  next  Morning  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  and  Norfolk  driving  out  to  Sea,  the  Commo¬ 
dore  hoifted  his  Broad  Pendant  on  board  the  St. 
George,  and  the  General  called  a  Council  of  War, 
when  it  was  determined  to  leave  Port-Royal,  and 
to  make  an  Attempt  upon  St.  Pierre.  General  Hop- 
fon  being  of  Opinion  that  no  time  was  to  be  loft, 
the  Commodore  made  the  Signal  on  board  the  St. 
George,  for  the  Squadron  to  weigh,  and  at  nine 
hoifted  his  Pendant  again  on  board  the  Cambridge, 
which  was  returned  from  Sea. 

At  twelve  and  all  this  Afternoon  the  Fleet  was 
employed  in  turning  into  Port-Royal  Bay,  in  order 
toamufe  the  Enemy,  and  about  fix  in  the  Evening 
the  Commodore  bore  away  from  Port-Royal,  and 
ran  down  along  the  Weft  Side  of  Martinico ,  all 
Night  under  an  eafy  Sail. 

The  Bay  of  St.  Pierre. 

fan.  19.  At  fix  o’Clock  in  the  Morning  the  Squa¬ 
dron  made  its  firft  Appearance  off  the  Bay  of  St. 
Pierre ,  the  Town  bearing  E.  N.  E.  five  Miles, 
the  Bay  open  and  fpacious,  and  the  Town  at  the 
upper  End  of  it,  built  in  the  Form  of  a  Half-circle. 

St.  Pierre  is  a  Place  of  great  Trade,  and 
notwithftanding  that  the  Englijh  Armament  was 
long  expected  in  thefe  Parts,  and  had  been  now 
already  four  Days  at  Port-Royal,  to  our  great  Sur¬ 
prize 
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prize  we  found  on  our  Arrival  above  forty  Sail  of 
Merchant-Men  lying  in  the  Bay.  The  chief 
Strength  of  the  Town  is  the  Citadel*  built  at  the 
North  End  of  it*  which  is  regularly  fortified  and 
well  defended,  but  was  very  accefiible  to  the  Squa¬ 
dron  at  this  Juncture,  on  account  of  a  *  wefterly 
Wind  a  Circumftance  not  common  in  this  Lati- 

*  The  Enemy  were  fo  ftruck  at  feeing  the  Wind  thus  re>- 
markably  favour  the  Englijh ,  and  again  afterwards  at  the  At¬ 
tack  of  Guadelupe ,  when  the  Men  of  War  approached  fo 
much  nearer  the  Citadel  and  Shore,  than  could  poffibly  have 
been  expe&ed  to  happen,  that  in  all  Places  they  declared*  “  It 
«  was  a  Judgment  from  Heaven,  and  that  the  Englijh  were 
«  fent  to  punifh  them  for  their  Sins.”  Somewhat  like  what 
is  reported  to  have  been  faid  by  a  Britijb  Officer  formerly  at

At  eight  Signals  were  made  for  two  of  the 
Bombs  which  ftood  in,  till  they  had  got  the  true 
ihliance  of  the  Town  and  Citadel*. 

At  'twelve  the  Commodore  fenf  his  Captain' 
(Capr.  Burnett}  on  board  the  Rippon ,  with  Orders 
to  file  rice  a  Battery  North  of  the  Town  about  a 
Mile  and  an  half.  ' 

■Every  Thing  at  this  time  had  the  Appearance  of 
a  General  Attack  upon  the  Place,  the  Pt.nlher  foun- 
ding,  the  Bombs  minding  in,  the  Rippon  orderkf 
to  engage,  and  a  Signal  made  from  the  Commodore 
for  the  Transports  with  the  Troops  to  come  under 
his  Stern.;  but  the  Face  of  Battle  foon  wore  off, 
a  Council  of  War  was  held,  the  Bombs  were  for¬ 
k'd  to  play,  the  Panther  re-called,  and  the  Mer¬ 
chant-Men  belonging  to  the  Enemy  left  unmolelled 
in  the  Bay,  and  riding  at  Anchor  in  full  Security;: 
In  the  mean  Time  the  Rippon  proceeded  *to  her 
Fort,  hoifted  out  her  Boats,  and  made  ready  dor 
Action.

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About  two  the  Rippon  brought  up  -againft  it  and 
Jet  go  her  Anchor  within  half  a  Cable's  Length  of 
the  Shore  in  thirty-five  Fathom  Water,  when  fhe 
began  to  engage  and  poured  in  her  whole  Broad* 
fide,  which  with  the  Small  Arms  from  the  Ma¬ 
rines  fiienced  the  Battery  in  a  few  Minutes, 

Soon  after  the  Enemy  open’d  another  Battery 
on  a  Point  to  the  Northward,  and  one  on  a  Hill 
to  the  Southward,  which  with  a  Battery  at  the 
North  End  of  the  Town  and  a  Bomb  Battery  be¬ 
gan  to  play  upon  the  Ship  together,  hulled  her 
in  feveral  Places,  and  wounded  the  Sails,  Malts, 
Yards,  and  Rigging,  with  feveral  of  the  Men  ^ 
during  this  time  the  Rippon ,  kept  a  conftant  Fire, 
being  obliged  from  her  Situation  between  the  Bat-: 
Series  to  engage  both  Sides  at  once ;  this  continued 
lor  two  Hours  pretty  warm. 

At  half  an  Hour  pad  four  Capt.  Jekyll ,  obfer-* 
ving  the  Commodore  with  the  Tranfports  to  be* 
above  two  Leagues  aftern,  the  Bombs  called  off, 
and  no  other  Ship  in  the  Squadron  engaging  or< 
coming  to  his  Afiiftance,  immediately  concluded 
that  all  Defigns  of  attacking  the  Town,  or  ma¬ 
king  a  Pefcent  with  the  Troops,  were  laid  a  fide, 
and  finding  the  Rippon  to  be  in  great  Danger  from 
the  Number  of  Shells  which  were  thrown,  order’d 
the  Boats  to  be  mann’d,  the  Cable  to  be  cut,  and 
the  Ship  to  be  tow’d  off. 

Whild  fhe  was  towing  away,  all  the  above  Bat¬ 
teries  continued  to  fire  brjfkiy  upon  her,  and  the 
Garrifon  in  the  Fort,  which  was  fiienced  at  the  be-, 
ginning  of  the  Acftion,  returned  to  their  Guns,  rak’d

In  this  Engagement,  which  lafted  four  Hours 
and  a  hall',  the  Ship  received  no  Affiftance  from 
the  fleet,  one  Boat  only  excepted,  which  was 
fent  by  Capt.  Lynn,  of  the  Roebuck. 

i  here  were  fired  in  the  Attack  feven  hundred 
Great  Shot  and  upwards,  though  in  the  laft  two. 
Hours  fifty  Men  were  employed  in  towing  off  the* 
Ship,  and  above  forty  were  fick  in  the  Hold  du¬ 
ring  the  whole  of  it. 

he  Bomb  Battery  of  the  Enemy  was  extreme¬ 
ly  well  lerved,  and  few  of  the  Shells  which  were 
conftantly  thrown,  from  the  Beginning  of  the  Ac¬ 
tion  to  the  End  of  it,  fell  at  a  greater  Diftance 
from  the  Ship  than  twenty  or  thirty  Yards,  and 
a  great  many  dropp’d  along-fide ;  one  in  particu¬ 
lar  fell  between  the  Barge  and  the  Yawl.

Dominica,  lb  called  by  Columbus ,  Irom  his 

difcovering  it  on  a  Sunday,  lies  in  Lat.  15,  N. 
Long  60,  W.  about  ten  Leagues  from  Martinico , 
to  the  N.W.  This  Ifland  is  very  woody  and 
mountainous,  well  watered,  but  little  cultivated. 
The  Inhabitants  are  moftly  French ,  and  the  1  land 
by  the  Treaty  of  Aix  la  Chapelle ,  1748’  declared 
neutral  with  St.  Lucia ,  St.  rincent^  and  Fob  ago. 
It  has  feveral  Bays,  of  which  that  called  Prince 
Rupert's  Bay  *,  is  the  principal  one  of  Note.  It 
is  fpacious  and  deep,  capable  of  containing  a  very 
large  Fleet,  and  is  fhelter’d  from  the  Wind  by 
very  high  Mountains.  Near  the  Shore  it  has  a 
Depth  of  feven  Fathom  Water  •,  and  farther  out, 
from  feven  to  20,  40,  .50,  and  100.  On  the  lirit 
Arrival  of  the  Squadron  in  this  Bay,  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  Ifland  were  apprehenfive  of  our  com¬ 
mitting  Ads  of  Hoftility  •,  but  the  Commodore 
difpelled  their  Fears  by  figning  a  Neutrality  with 
them,  and  foon  after  they  brought  in  Provifions  to 
the  Fleet,  having  before  drove  off  then  Stock  into 

the  Inland  Country.

It 
was  firft  difcover’d  by  Columbus,  and  called  by 
the  Spanartfs.,  Alto  Guardelupo,  from  the  great 
-tigut  of  the  Cliffs  and  Mountains  on  it.  It  is. 
aoout  fifteen  Leagues  in  Length,  and  twelve  in 
iJicadth,  divided  into  two  Parts  by  a  fmall  Arm  of 

f -  ra»  r°r.  rather  a  llarrow  Paffage,  through . 
which  no  Ship  can  venture :  The  Inhabitants  crois 
over  in  a  Ferry  from  one  Part  to  the  other.  The 
Country  to  the  Weft  is  called  Baffe-Terre ,  where 
lianas  the  Metropolis,  and  where  the  Citadel  and 
btiuigtn  or  the  Ifland  lies  ;  the  Part  to  the  Eaft  is 
callcTi  Grande ‘Terre.  1  he  Produce  of  the  Ifland  is 
tne  fame  with  the  reft  of  the  Caribbees ;  Sugar,  In i 
digo,  and  Cotton ,  &c.  It:  was  attacked  in-  the 
\ugn  of  Queen  Anne,  by  Admiral  Bembow  and 
General  Codrington ,  but  without  Succefs.  They 

landed 
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landed  the  Forces,  but  finding  the  Army  di min ilhed 
in  their  Numbers  by  Sicknefs,  and  that  the  Moun¬ 
tains  were  too  difficult  of  Accefs,  they  re-embarked 
without  effecting  any  Thing  of  Confequence.  It 
abounds  in  Water,  in  lome  Places  very  wood, 
in  others,  and  often  at  no  great  Diftance*  a  Mi¬ 
neral  which  fluxed  the  Men  for  fome  time  till  the 
Effect  was  discovered.  The  Citadel,  a  very  larse 
bur  irregular  Fortification,  is  fituated  at  the  South 
End  cf  the  Town,  built  very  high,  and  mount¬ 
ing  qy  Guns.  Col.  Cunningham^  on  reconnoiter- 
ing,  from  the  great  Height  of  it,  was  induced  to 
think  it  impregnable  to  the  Squadron,  and  out  of 
the  Power  of  the  Lower  Deck  Guns  to  batter  it  • 
but  in  this,  though  an  Opinion  ftrongiy  iupported 
by  Appearance  he  was  deceived,  many  of  the 
Shot  from  the  St.  George  and  Panther  flying  over 
it,  though  it  muft  be  confeffed  they  were  pointed 
at  the  higheft  Elevation. 

;  At  fix  in  the  Evening  Capt;  Jefytt,  returned 
from  on  board  the  Cambridge,  the  Commodore’s 
Ship,  where  a  General  Attack  upon  the  Capita! 
T  own  of  Bdffe-Terri ,  the  Citadel,  and  Batteries 
that  defended  it,  had  been  refoived  Upon.

All  Night  the  Squadron  was  employed  in  turn¬ 
ing  under  the  Ifland  of  Guadelupe  ;  two  of  the 
Bombs  {food  clofe  in*  and  threw  Shells  againft  the 
Citadel  of  Bajfe-Terrev  but  without  any  Execution* 
having  not  attained  the  true  Diftance,  or  being 
improperly  directed* 

Jan.  23.  At  feven  in  the  Morning,  Commo¬ 
dore  Moore  fhifted  his  Broad  Pendant  from  the 
Cambridge ,  and  hoifled  it  on  board  the  Woolwich 
of  forty  Guns. 

At  half  an  Hour  paft  feven,  the  Commodore 
made  the  Signal  to  engage. 

Bore  away  his  Majefty’s  Ships,  Lyon,  St.  George ,

Guadelupe. 

At  nine  the  Lyon  *  began  to  engage  the  firft 
Battery  of  nine  Guns,  and  was  rak’d  by  a  fmall 
one  of  two  Guns,  aftern  of  her  to  the  Southward* 
and  the  Citadel  with  what  Guns  they  could  bring 
to  bear. 

The  reft  of  the  Ships  continued  moving  on  in 
Order  of  Battle  to  the  refpedtive  Batteries  they 
were  to  engage,  the  Citadel  (or  Fort-Royal)  play¬ 
ing  upon  them  as  they  advanced. 

At  half  an  Hour  paft  nine,  the  Cambridge ,  Nor* 
folk ,  and  St.  George ,  began  to  engage  the  Citadel, 
and  after  an  almoft  inceilant  Fire  filenced  it  about 
five  in  the  Afternoon. 

Near  ten,  Capt.  Shuldham ,  in  the  Panther ,  be¬ 
gan  to  engage  the  Twelve-Gun  Battery,  and  con¬ 
tinued  it  warmly  for  many  Hours,  doing  great  Exe-

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fctition,  And  beating  down  rnoft  of  the  Buildings 
near  it*  when  having  filenced  all  the  Guns,  he  lay 
by  till  called  off  by  the  Commodore, 

The  Burford*  which  was*  to  have  fupported  the 
Panther  in  this  Attack*  and  the  Berwick  f  which 
Was  to  have  engaged  the  feven  Gun  Battery,  drove 
off  to  Sea,  by  which  means  the  Rippon ,  which 
followed,  became  expofed  to  the  Berwick's  Battery 
as  well  as  her  own.  * 

At  ten,  the  Rippon  j|  began  to  engage  the  Mcrne 
Rouge ,  but  having  run  in  too  clofe  on  letting  go 
her  Anchor,  fhe  tail’d  the  Shore  and  ftuck  faft. 

At  eleven,  cut  the  Cable  and  Hawfer  and  kept 
engaging j  the  SevemGun  Battery  taking  heron 
the  Starboard-bow. 

At  twelve,  all  the  Line  of  Battle  Ships  (the  Bur - 
ford  and  Berwick  excepted)  were  in  hot  Adion, 
and  all  the  Forts  in  and  about  the  Town  brifkly 
cannonaded  \  this  continued  for  five  Hours  very 
Warm  on  both  Sides, 

The  Garrifon  in  Fort-Royal,  wasfeverelv  galled 
by  the  Shot  of  the  Panther ,  Capt.  Shuldham ,  who 
while  he  was  engaging  the  Twelve-Gun  Battery, 
played  all  the  Cannon  he  could  bring  to  bear  upon 
the  Walls  and  Works  of  the  Citadel,  till  after  an 
obftinate  Defence  for  forfle  Time,  the  Enemy 
were  entirely  drove  from  all  the  Batteries  to  the 
South  of  the  Town,  and  quitted  their  Guns.  ** 

On  the  North  Side,  remained  unfilenced  the 
Seven-Gun  Battery,  and  the  Fort  at  the  Morne 
Rouge ,  where  the  Rippon  lay  a-ground,  engaging 
both  of  them,  and 

At  two  in  the  Afternoon,  had  actually  filenced 
the  Guns  at  the  Morne  ;  but  the  Enemy  obferving 
the  Ship  to  be  on  Shore,  affembied  in  great  Num¬ 
bers  on  the  Brow  of  the  Hill,  and  lin’d  the

At  three  the  Militia  brought  up  a  Cannon,  an 
Eighteen  Pounder,  play’d  it  in  the  Way  of  Bat y 
tctic  en  bdrbe  for  two  Hours,  and  being  mounted 
fo  high  aboVe  the  Ship,  it  was  not  filenced  but  with 
Difficulty  ;  they  likewife  planted  their  .  Colours 
upon  the  Parapet  of  the.  Trenches,  which  were 
foon  after  {hot  down,  and  never  appeared  any  more* 
Lieutenant  Cbaundy,  of  the  Marines,  after  be¬ 
having  with  great  Spirit,  received  a  violent  Con- 
tufion  in  his  Left  Leg,  which  was  ctit  off  immedi¬ 
ately,  and  Mr.  Gtcy^  a  Midfhip-Man,  was  wounded 
in  the  Thigh  with  a  Mufquet  Ball,  of  which  he 
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died. 

Of  twenty  eight  Marines  quarter’d  on  the  Poop, 
eight  were  killed  or  wounded,  and  tne  Seamen  iO 
enfiladed  on  'the  Forecaftle,  that  ten  out  of  the 
twenty  remaining  were  obliged  to  befent  foi  wards 
to  a  fil'd  in  returning  the  Fire  there  ;  the  reft  of  th 
Marines  were  employed  at  the  Great  Guns,  them 
being  upwards  of  ninety  Men  fick  in  the  Ho.d. 
A  large  Box  containing  900  Cartridges  blew  up 
on  the  Poop,  and  let  fire  to  the  Ship. 

All  the  Grape  Shot  on  board  Was  now  expended, 
and  the  Wadding;  the  Marines  and  Seamen  ma¬ 
king  Wadding  of  their  Jackets  and  Shirts,  anu 
firing  them  away  at  the  Trenches.  Hung  out  a 
Signal  of  Dlftrefs  to  the  Squadron;  extinguiflud 

the  Fire  on  the  Poop. 

At  this  Time  Capt.  Lejlie,  of  the  Bnftol,  ol> 
ferving  the  Situation  of  the  Rippon,  came  from 
Sea,  and  ran  in  between  the  Ship  and  the  Seven* 
Gun  Battery,  which  had  played  upon  her  from  tne 
beginning  of  the  Engagement,  pouting  in  awnou 
’road fide  upon  the  Enemy  ;  the  Marines  in  tne 
•  at  the  fame  Time  flank’d  the  Militia  in  the

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Lines,  fo  that  the  Fire  upon  the  Rippon  flackcned. 

At  five  the  Commodore  made  the  Signal  to  pre¬ 
pare  to  land  the  Troops,  which  was  afterwards 
countermanded,  it  being  too  late,  and  growing 
dark  *,  by  which  means  many  of  the  Flat-bottom’ d 
Boats  in  repairing  back  to  the  Rendezvpuze  of  their 
Brigade,  were  in  danger  of  being  run  down  by  the 
Men  of  War,  now  returning  from  their  Batteries ; 
and  fome  of  them  but  very  narrowly  efcaped. 

At  half  an  Hour  part  five  the  Commodore  lent 
a  Lieutenant  on  board  the  Rippon ,  with  Orders  for 
her  to  tow  off,  but  being  acquainted  at  ins  Return 
that  the  Ship  was  a-ground,  he  lent  a  Pilot  to  her 
Affiftance.

At  feven  the  Flat-bottonPd  Boats  difpeiled,  and 
the  Troops  returned  to  their  refpedlipe  T rani  ports  ;

ries  of  the  Enemy  being  filenced,  the  four  Bombs 
flood  in  for  the  Shore,  and  threw  Shells  and  Car- 
caffes  into  the  Town.  The  Houles  and  Cnurches 
were  every  where  iobn  in  blames,  the  MagaZinm

In  this  Engagement,  which  continued  without 

cealing  from  nine  in  the  Morning  til!  Nighty  t  ip 
Squadron  fuftained  but  little  Lois  of  Men,  and  a.r 
from  being  proportioned  to  the  Time  oi  Seventy 
of  the  Action;  infomuch  that  Monf.  B'Etriet ,

lieve,  that  only  fix  Men  were  killed,  and  twenty 
wounded  on  board  the  St.  George,  which  had  en¬

employed  all  her  Boats  in  endeavouring  to  tow  off;

Upon  examining  the  Gunner’s  Report,  the 
Ship  had  fired  1300  Great  Shot  and  upwards,  and 
t  e  Marines  2000  Cartridges.  The  Foremaft  wa$ 
fhot  thro’,  the  Mizen-yard  cut  almoff  away,  and 
the  Braces  and  Rigging  greatly  damaged. 

Jan.  24.  At  two  o’clock  this  Afternoon  the 
Commodore,  who  was  turning  in  all  the  Morning 
come  to  an  Anchor  with  the  Squadron  in  the  Road 
of  Baffe-lerre ,  his  Broad  Pendant  ftill  flying  on 

board  the  IVookvich :  1  lie  Town  continued  burn¬ 
ing  all  this  Day,

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Found  In  the  Road  the  Hulls  of  feveral  Mer¬ 
chant-Men,  which  the  Enemy  had  fet  fire  to  on 
our  Approach.  Several  others  turned  out,  and 
endeavoured  to  efcape,  but  were  intercepted  and 
taken  by  the  Ludlow-Cajlle ,  and  other  Men  of' 
War. 

At  three  the  Commodore  made  the  Signal  to  pre¬ 
pare  to  land. 

The  Troops  land. 

At  five  landed  the  firft  Brigade,  and  the  fecond 
and  third  immediately  after,  to  the  Northward  of 
the  Town. 

On  landing  they  found  the  Town  and  Citadel 
abandoned  by  the  Enemy,  who  never  fired  a  Shot 
the  whole  Day  ;  the  latter  was  taken  Poffeflion  of 
by  two  Companies  of  Elliott* s,  and  the  Englijb 
Colours  hoifted  there  about  fix  o’Clock. 

It  was  very  obfervable  that  during  the  General 
Attack  upon  the  Town,  the  French  never  fhew’d 
any  Colours  at  the  Citadel,  where  a  Flag-Staff  ftill 
remained. 

A  Genoefe  in  the  French  Service  came  down  to 
the  Troops  and  informed  them,  that  the  Enemy 
had  only  five  Companies  of  regular  Forces  (Ma¬ 
rines)  in  the  Ifland,  confifting  of  twenty  Men  per 
Company :  He  likewife  acquainted  them  that  a 
Train  was  laid  to  blow  up  the  Powder  Magazine 
in  the  Citadel,  and  a  Negro  left  to  fet  fire  to  it, 
who  was  perfuaded  to  believe  he  could  efcape  at  a 
Sally  Port  afterwards  5  this  was  immediately  cut 
off,  and  the  Magazine  fecured.  The  Guns  were 
all  fpiked  up  by  the  Enemy,  before  they  quitted 
it,  and  fome  of  the  Trunnions  knock’d  off,  but 
the  Spikes  being  chiefly  old  Nails,  and  not  of  Steel 
well  temper’d,  were  afterwards  drill’d  out  by  the 
Matroffes. 

Part 
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Part  of  the  Troops  laid  upon  their  Arms  all 
Night  upon  the  rifing  Ground  that  overlooked  the 
Town;  Part  of  them  (th  c  Old- Buffs)  made  them- 
felves  Mailers  of  an  advantageous  Poll  upon  a 
liill  about  a  Mile  to  the  Eaft,  and  Part  enter’d  the 
I  own  and  lined  the  Streets,  which  ftill  remained 
on  Fire,  and  continued  burning  all  Night. 

This  Day  arrived  the  Buckingham ,  Capt.  Tyr^ 
re/,  who  a  little  before  had  engaged  the  Floriffant 
of  74  Guns,  fupported  by  tv/o  Frigates,  in  which 
he  acquired  great' Honour.  Arrived  alfo  the  Ryey 
with  a  miffing  Hofpital-Ship,  from  Barbadoeo ,  ha¬ 
ving  the  Phyfician  Dr.  Brooke ,  and  the  Surgeons 
to  the  Army  on  board,  who,  it  was  much  feared, 
were  loft,  the  Ship  not  appearing  from  the  Time 
the  Squadron  left  the  Englijjo  Channel. 

Jan.  25.  In  the  Morning  at  Break  of  Day  the 
Enemy,  who  had  retired  v/ith  the  armed  Negroes 
to  the  Hills,  appeared  to  the  Number  of  about 
2000,  throwing  up  Entrenchments  near  to  a 
Houfe,  where  the  Governor,  Le  Chevalier  Nadau 
D’EtreiL ,  had  fixed  his  Head-Quarters,  at  the 
Diftance  of  about  four  Miles  from  the  Town  to 
the  S.  E.  and  which  with  the  Dos  d'Ane ,  a  little 
higher  up,  he  threatened  to  defend  to  the  iaft  Ex¬ 
tremity  again  ft  all  Oppofition  whatever;  faying, 
Ci  The  Englijh  had  taken  away  every  thing  but 
46  their  Lives,  and  they  would  fell  them  dearly.” 

Defcription  of  the  Do$  d’Ane. 

The  Dos  D’Ane  wasfituated  at  the  Diftance  of 
about  fix  Miles  from  Baffe-Terre ,  to  the  S.  E.  and 
is  no  more  than  a  hollow  Paffage,  or  Cleft,  through 
the  Mountains,  by  which  a  Communication  was 
open’d  into  Capeflerre,  a  mere  level  and  indeed  a 
very  beautiful  Part  of  the  Ifland.  The  French 
call  it  Dos  d'Anc ,  from  its  refembling  at  a  Di- 
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%rtce  the  Back  of  an  Ais,  but  I  rather  believe  k 
be  an  old  Term  for  any  mountainous  Cleft 
whatever  *.  The  Afcent  to  it  was  very  keep  ; 
the  Road  from  the  Camp  was  interrupted  by  bro¬ 
ken  Rodks,  and  furrowed  by  a  Variety  of  Gul¬ 
lies,  which  were  extremely  difficult  to  pafs,  and 
which  rendered  it  very  hazardous  to  make  any 
Attcmot  to  force  it:  In  this  the  Enemy  placed 
their  chief  Security,  holding  us  at  Defiance,  and 
calling  it  the  Ne  plus  Ultra  of  the  Englip  Army-, 
fo  indeed  it  proved  on  this  Side,  for  though  fome 
Officers  were  of  Opinion  that  it  might  have  been 
affaulted  with  Succefs,  the  Morning  after  the 
Landing,  or  immediately  upon  Landing,  whilft 
the  Panicle  of  the  Enemy  was  ftrong,  and  the 
Confirmation  they  were  thrown  into  from  the 
Bombs  and  firing  of  the  Town  was  not  worn  off, 
and  they  remained  difperfed  ;  yet  moft  agreed., 
it  was  hardly  practicable  afterwards,  when  the 
Troon s  had  continued  for  fome  Days  in  Camp 
without  moving;  when  the  Inhabitants  had  reco¬ 
vered  their  Spirits,  and  now  began  to  gather  toge¬ 
ther  again,  and  to  fortify  themfelves  on  the  Hills, 
putting  their  Negroes  in  a  Situation  of  Defence, 
and  capable  of  difputing  the  Ground  at  every 
Gully  where  the  Troops  ffiould  appear.  General 
Barrington  feemM  fo  lenfible  of  the  Difficulty  in 
carrying  it,  that  when  he  fucceeded  to  the  chief 
Command,  on  the  Death  of  Genet al  Hopfon ,  le 
drew  off  the  Army  immediately  to  another  Part  of

well  known,  that  fo  far  from  exerting  himfelf  at 
that  Time,  by  frequently  vifiting  in  Perfon  the 
Citadel  and  the  Batteries  engaged,  and  by  his  Ap-. 
pearance  infpiring  new  Life  and  Vigour  into  his 
People  then  fighting  for  their  All,  for  Life,  for 
Honour,  and  for  Liberty,  he  retired  to  a  Planta¬ 
tion  out  of  Gun-Shot,  and  remained  an  inactive

Jan.  30.  A  Party  of  the  French  defeended  from

upon  which  in  the  Evening  the  Troops  burnt

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ther  Time  *  a  Body  of  armed  Negroes  concealing 
themfelves  in  the  Canes,  and  firing  out  of  them, 
the  Troops  fet  Fire  to  the  feveral  Corners  of  the 
Field,  and  burnt  the  Canes  and  them  together. 

Jan.  31.  The  Commodore  fent  a  Lieutenant  and 
twenty  Men  from  each  Ship  on  Shore,  to  tranf- 
port  the  Cannon  from  the  lelTer  Batteries  to  the 
Citadel,  which  was  continued  the  next  Day. 

Feb.  1.  A  Detachment  of  the  Troops  com^- 
manded  by  Major  trollop,  of  Col.  Watfon* s,  re- 
pulfed  a  confiderable  Party  of  the  Enemy,  and 
took  thirty  Prifoners. 

This  Day  the  Weazel  Sloop  failed  for  England , 
with  Difpatches  from  the  Commodore  and  Gene¬ 
ral.

Feb.  2.  Arrived  the  Ludlow -Cajlle  and  Spy 
Sloop,  from  deftroying  a  Fort  of  four  Guns  to  the 
Northward. 

Feb.  3.  Major  Melville  fet  fire  to  feveral  Villa¬ 
ges  near  his  Out-Poft  at  Madame  Ducharmey’ s,  and 
burnt  the  Canes  about  them,  as  did  Col.  Crumpe 
in  another  Part,  with  a  Detachment  from  the 
Camp.  . 

This  and  the  following  Days,  for  fome  Time, 
the  Commodore  fent  the  Boys  from  the  Squadron 
on  Shore,  to  pick  up  Cannon  Balls  fired  into  the 
Town  at  the  General  Attack.  The  French  on  that 
cccafion  made  ufe  of  all  Sorts  of  Langrege  Shot, 
old  Nails,  Copper,  Lead,  Tin,  Stones,  &c.  and 
their  Mufquet  Balls  were  chewed  with  their  Teeth 
and  Jagged, 

Feb.  4.  Arrived  the  Lancajler ,  from  England , 
Capt.  Man. 

An  Attack  was  this  Morning  made  by  a  De¬ 
tachment  of  our  Troops,  upon  fome  Entrench¬ 
ments  on  a  Hill  oppofite  to  Major  Melville’ s  Port, 
thrown  up  by  Madame  Ducharmey ,  and  defended 

*  At  Grande-Tore. 
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by  her  armed  Negroes :  The  Entrenchments  were 
carried,  and  the  Houfes  and  Plantations  burnt 
with  the  Lofs  on  our  Side  of  twelve  killed  and 
thirty  wounded.  The  Enemy  had  about  ten  kil¬ 
led,  and  a  Number  of  Prifoners  taken,  but  Ma¬ 
dame  Ducharmey,  who  commanded  as  ufual  in  Per- 
fon,  made  her  Efcape.  Lieutenant  Parrel ,  En- 
fign  Leach ,  of  Armiger' s,  and  Lieutenant  Maclean , 
of  the  Highlanders ,  who  diftinguifhed  themfelves 
greatly  in  this  Attack,  were  dangeroufly  wounded. 

A  Gun  burft  in  the  Citadel,  killed  one  Man  and 
wounded  three  others.  This  Day  there  was  a  fly¬ 
ing  Report  of  the  Arrival  of  a  French  Squadron  at 
Tobago,  confifting  of  feven  Sail  of  the  Line  and 
thirty  Tranfports. 

Feb.  5.  The  Troops  kept  engaging  on  the  Hills 
with  fmall  Arms  mod  part  of  the  Day. 

Feb.  6.  At  fix  this  Morning  an  Out-Detach-* 
ment  was  feen  engaging  warmly  with  a  Body  of 
the  Enemy  above  the  Citadel,  and  the  whole  Line 
was  under  Arms  in  the  Camp.  It  was  then  fup- 
pofed,  that  a  General  Attack  would  be  made  upon 
the  Redoute ,  before  the  Governor’s  Head-Quarters, 
where  the  greateft  Body  of  the  French  appeared, 
and  where  they  had  been  feen  daily  at  work  in  rai- 
fing  Entrenchments  from  the  Time  our  Troops 
took  Pofiefiion  of  BaJJe-Terre  •,  but  1  - 

At  ten  the  Line  turned  in  again,  the  Detach¬ 
ment  having  repulfed  the  French,  and  killed  and 
wounded  near  feventy. 

In  this  Engagement  Capt.  Buckely,  Capt.  Bar- 
ford,  and  Lieut.  Kelly,  of  Elliott's  Grenadiers,  par¬ 
ticularly  diftinguifhed  themfelves,  and  by  falling 
unexpectedly  on  the  Enemy’s  Flanks,  put  them  to 
the  Rout  in  great  Confufion. 

The  Citadel  kept  firing  Cohorns  all  this  Day.

Commodore  Moore ,  in  order  to  facilitate  any 
Attempts  upon  the  Eaftern  and  more  fertile  Part  of 
tne  Jfland,  called  Grande-Ferre^  thought  proper  this 
Afternoon,  to  detach  fome  IVTen  of  War  from  the 
Squadron  to  take  Poffeffion  of  Fort-Louis ,  (now 
called  Fort -George)  a  ferong  Battery  and  well  de¬ 
fended  ;  accordingly, 

At  two  o’Clock  the  Berwick ,  with  the  Roebuck , 
Renown ,  Woolwich ,  Bonetta ,  two  Bombs,  and 
three  7  enders,  with  a  large  Detachment  of  Ma¬ 
rines  from  the  other  Ships  failed  to  the  Eaftward 
for  Grande  ATerre. 

Febs  7 .  The  Rippon  was  ordered  to  fend  two 
twelve  Pounders  on  Shore  to  the  Citadel,  but  could 
not  land  them  on  account  of  the  Surf.  ' 

Feb,  8.  The  Enemy  fired  Small  Arms  for  feve- 
ral  Hours  at  the  Battery  raifed  by  Col.  Dejbrifay> 
above  the  Citadel,  without  any  Effed. 

Feb .  p.  The  Rippon  landed  her  two  Pieces  of 
Cannon  upon  a  Catamoran,  which  wras  tow’d  on 
Shore  by  ten  Boats,  as  did  the  Lyon  andWinchefter 
the  fame  Number.  They  were  afterwards  tranf- 
ported  by  Negroes  into  the  Citadel,  where  they 
now  remain. 

Feb .  io.  A  Lieutenant  of  the  Berwick  arrived, 
with  an  Account  of  fome  Difficulties  that  were 
found  in  attacking  Fort-Louis ,  at  Grande -Terre , 
upon  which  the  Commodore  gave  Orders  for  the 
Ships  to  go  in  at  all  Events,  and  fend  Capt  Sbuld- 
ham ,  in  the  Panther,  to  reinforce  the  Squadron. 

Feb .  1 1.  At  nine  in  the  Morning  filled  the  Pan - 
ther\  for  Grande -Ferre.  Lieut.  Col.  Dejbrifay ,  of 
Col.  Watfon* s  Regiment,  was  this  Day  appointed 
Governor  of  the  Citadel,  or  Fort-Royal ,  which

was  repairing  *  and  foon  after  Elliott’s  Regiment 
march’d  out,  and  Watfon* s  went  into  Garrifon 
there,  Elliott's  encamping  in  the  Ground  where 
JVatfon's  lay  before. 

Feb.  12.  A  Flag  of  Truce  was  fent  to  Marti - 
nico,  for  the  Exchange  of  Prifoners. 

Fort-Louis,  now  Fort-George,  at  Grande-Terre,

Feb .  13.  The  Squadron  at  Grande-Terre ,  at¬ 


tacked  Fort-Louis ,  and  the  Batteries  near  it ;  when 
after  a  fevere  Cannonading,  which  lafted  fix  Hours, 
the  Marines  and  Highlanders  were  landed,  who 
drove  the  Enemy  from  their  Entrenchments  with 
Bayonets  fixed,  and  hoifted  the  Englifh  Colours  at 
the  Fort  *  ;  of  this  they  kept  Pofleffion,  doing 
Duty  on  Shore,  till  a  Detachment  arrived  from  the 
Camp  fome  time  afterwards,  under  the  Command 
of’  Major  Ball ,  of  General  Barrington's  Regiment, 
where  they  remained  a  few  Weeks,  and  then  were 
re-imbarked  on  board  the  Squadron.  A  Lieute¬ 
nant  of  the  Berwick  was  killed  by  a  Party  of  the 
Enemy,  >  which  kept  a  regular  Fire  upon  the  Boats 

*  The  Alacrity  of  the  Marines  at  this  Attack,  and  at  all 
others  where  they  were  employ’d,  during  the  Courfe  of  the 
Expedition,  was  very  obfervable  ;  and  though  little  Notice  was 
ever  taken  in  the  Squadron  either  of  them  or  their  Officers, 
yet  Juilice  was  done  them  by  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Army, 
with  whom  they  gain’d  Credit,  and  who  ever  fpoke  of  them 
with  great  Candour.

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as  they  landed  the  Marines,  of  which  and  of  the 
eamen  many  were  killed  and  wounded. 

Feb.  14.  At  this  Time  the  Troops  at  BaJTe- 
Tei  fe,  from  tne  conflant  Fatigues  they  endured,  by 
being  perpetually  harraffed,  without  coming  to  any 
gencial  Engagement,  which  the  Enemy  always  a* 
voided,  and  by  being  expofed  to  intenfe  Heat  from 
Day  to  Day,  began  to  yield  to  the  Difbrders  of  the 
Climate,  and  the  Hofpitals  were  crowded  with 
Sick  and  Wounded.  It  was  therefore  propofed  to 
fend  Part  of  them  to  Antigua ;  and  accordingly 
the  Rippon  and  Spy,  which  were  ordered  for  that 
Service,  failed  this  Morning  with  eight  Tranfports 
for  the  Town  of  St.  John's  in  that  Ifland,  having 
about  500  Men  from  the  Regimental  Hofpitals  on 
board,  the  greateft  Part  of  which  Number  died  foon 
after  their  Arrival,  and  many  on  their  Pafiage.  The 
Surgeons  were  fent  before  as  ufual,  to  make  the 
necefiary  Preparations  for  their  Reception,  and  to 
buy  Water.  The  Inhabitants  of 

Antigua  or  Anteco,  which  takes  its  Name 
from  this  Circumftance  of  wanting  Water,  are 
conftantly  obliged  to  fend  Veffels  for  it  to  Montfe- 
rat ,  a  fmall  Eland  which  lies  about  eight  Leagues 
from  it  to  the  S.  S.  W.  When  it  is  a  wet  Sea- 
fon,  they  preferve  the  Rain  in  Cifterns,  with  which 
moft  Houfes  are  fupplied,  and  Philter  it  through 
large  Philtering  Stones,  of  which  there  are  great 
Quantities  at  Barbadoes ,  and  the  other  Colonies, 
but  thofe  at  Barbadoes  are  generally  efteemed  the 
beft.  I  remember  to  have  heard  in  England  of  the 
Difcovery  of  fome  frefh  Springs  at  Antigua ;  but 
upon  Enquiry  found  they  had  all  a  brackifh  Tafte, 
and  are  not  in  Ufe.  It  lies  in  Latitude  17  N.  and 
Longitude  61  W.  20  Leagues  Eaft  of  St.  Chrijto- 
fher's.  It  is  the  Refidence  of  the  Governor  of  the 
Caribbee  Elands,  and  has  always  a  Regiment  of 
Foot  in  Garrifon  at  St.  John's  Town,  where  new 

Barracks 
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Barracks  have  been  lately  built  by  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  Illand. 

The  Squadron  likewife  of  Men  of  War  em¬ 
ployed  in  thefe  Seas,  ufually  lies  at  Anchor  in  St. 
John’s  Road,  to  the  S.  E.  of  which  is  a  commodi¬ 
ous  Harbour  for  heaving  down  large  Ships,  called 
Englijh  Harbour ,  where  there  is  a  King’s- Yard,  at¬ 
tended  by  proper  Officers,  and  under  the  Direction 
of  the  Commodore  or  Admiral  who  commands. 
Englijh  Harbour ,  by  Land,  is  about  i0  or  1 2  Miles 
from  the  Town  of  St.  John’s.  The  Climate  is 
found  to  be  very  unhealthy,  and  the  Country  in 
dry  Seafons  looks  very  bare,  but  at  other  Times  is 
pleafant  and  beautiful. 

Camp  at  Baffe-Terre. 

.  2  2.  The  Rippon  having  performed  this  Ser¬ 

vice,  and  landed  the  Sick  at  the  Hofpital  in  St. 
John’s,  Harbour,  which  took  up  feveral  Days,  re¬ 
turned  back  to  the  Squadron,  and  anchored  this 
Afternoon  in  the  Road  of  Bajfe-Eerre.  The 
Troops  remained  in  their  former  Pofition,  en¬ 
camped  in  the  lame  Ground,  and  had  been  em¬ 
ployed  in  burning  the  Sugar-Canes  and  laying 
walte  the  Country,  bringing  in  Prifoners  and  Dc- 
ferters,  molt  of  them  Negroes,  daily  to  the  Head- 
Quarters. 

In  the  Morning,  Commodore  Moore  failed  in 
the  Panther ,  to  Grande-Terre ,  to  view  the  Forti¬ 
fications  at  Fort-Louis ,  leaving  the  Command  of 
the  Squadron  to  Capt.  Lejlie ,  removed  from  the 
Brijlol  to  the  Buckingham ,  in  room  of  Capt.  Eyr- 
rel,  fent  to  England ,  in  the  Weazle  Sloop,  with 
the  Exprefs  from  Guadelupe.  Before  the  Commo¬ 
dore  failed,  he  received  an  Account  of  Mr.  Kep- 
pel’s  Succefs  at  Goree,  on  the  Coaft  of  Guinea , 
which  being  immediately  communicated  to  the  Ge- 

G  neral. 
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neral,  in  the  Evening  at  Sun-fet  the  Cambridge 

fired  a  Gun,  manned  Ship,  and  gave  three  Cheers, 
as  did  all  the.  Men  of  War  in  the  Squadron  accor¬ 
ding  to  Seniority. 

The  Troops  were  drawn  out  on  Shore,  and  fired 
a  Feude  Joye ,  taking  it  up  from  the  Cannon  of  the 
Citadel. 

Feb .  25.  The  Commodore  returned  in  the  Pan¬ 
ther,  from  reviewing  the  Works  at  Fort-Louts. 

This  Day  a  Thanklgiving  Sermon  for  the  Sue- 
cels  of  his  Majefty’s  Arms  at  Guadelupe ,  was 
preached  on  board  every  Ship  in  the  Squadron  by 
Order  of  the  Commodore. 

Feb .  26.  At  feven  in  the  Morning  there  was  an 
Alarm  from  Major  Melville's  Poll,  and  a  Signal 
from  the  Old  Buffs  for  the  Picquets  in  Camp  to 
march. 

Soon  after  another  Signal  was  made  for  the  fe- 
cond  Picquets  to  march,  to  fuffain  the  firft. 

At  eleven  the  firft  Picquets  returned  back  to 
Camp,  the  Enemy  who  were  drawn  up  on  the 
Hills  oppofite  to  Melville's  Poff,  having  retired  on 
feeing  him  reinforced  from  the  Army  below. 

By  fuch  Artifices  as  thefe,  the  French  vainly 
flatter’d  themfelves  to  weary  out  the  Britijh 
Troops,  or  by  fuch  frequent  Alarms  to  call  them 
out  to  the  Sun,  whole  Meridian  Rays  they  knew 
were  fatally  powerful  on  European  Conftitutions. 

At  this  Time  near  1800  Men  in  the  Army  were 
Sick  or  Dead. 


Geyicral  Hopfon  dies . 

Feb.  27.  Atone  in  the  Morning  died  General 
Hopfon ,  at  the  Head-Quarters  at  Bajfe-Terre ,  and 
by  his  Death  the  Command  of  the  Forces  devolved 
on  Major  General  Barrington . 
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This  Evening  the  Rippon  and  Brijlol  were  or¬ 
der’d  to  fail  to  St.  Eujlatia ,  and  to  cruize  off  that 
Port,  in  order  to  prevent  the  Dutch  from  fupply- 
xtig  the  Enemy  with  Provifions,  which  they  had 
conftantly  done  from  the  Time  they  were  drove  up 
the  Mountains  by  the  Englijh, 

Feb .  28.  General  Barrington  having  taken  the 
Command  of  the  Forces  upon  him,  this  Day  or- 

'  dered  the  Troops  to  ftrike  their  Tents  and  Hurt.

General  Barrington  withdraws  from  Bade- 

Terre. 

March  1.  By  Break  of  Day  the  Regiments  in 
Camp  appeared  hutted,  and  the  Enemy  were  a- 
mufed  by  it,  imagining  the  General  propofed  ffill 
to  continue  his  Attack,  and  to  remain  there  for 
jfome  Time;  but  a  tew  Days  after,  the  Detach¬ 
ments  at  the  Out-Pofts  were  all  drawn  in,  the 
Batteries  in  and  about  the  Town  of  Bajfe -Ferre 
blown  up  and  deftroyed,  and  the  whole  Army 
brought  off  and  re-imbarked  on  board  the  Tranf* 
ports  by  Break  or  Day,  without  the  Eofs  ot  a 

Man.  .  .  4  . 

Governor  Fejbrifdy ,  was  left  in  the  Citadel  with 

JVatfon* s  Regiment  and  a  Detachment  from  the 
Artillery,  and  the  Commodore  with  the  Fleet 
failed  from  Grande-Fcrre ,  leaving  the  St.  George 
and  Buckingham  to  cover  theGarrifon  in  cafe  of  any 

Attack  from  the  Enemy. 

Upon  the  Motion  of  the  Troops,  the  French 
defeended  gradually  from  tne  Redoute,  and  after 
they  were  embarked,  fet  Fire  to  the  Hutts  in 
Camp,  and  entered  the  Town;  upon  which  Cob 
Dejbrifay  fired  upon  them  from  the  Citadel,  and 
beat  down  and  burnt  theHoufes  they  had  occupied 
making  a  Sally  at  the  fame  Time  with  a  Detach¬ 
ment  fregn  the  Garrifon;  lome  were  taken  I  ido- 

G  2  ners. 
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ncrs,  and  the  left  made  the  beft  of  their  way  back 
to  the  Redoute.  J 

March  6  Sailed  the  Spy  Sloop  with  an  Account 
or  the  Death  of  General  Hopfon ,  to  England. 

March  y .  The  Fleet  failed  for  Fort -Louis, 

The  Trade- Wind  and  Leeward  Current  pre¬ 
vented  the  Squadron  and  Tranfports  from  getting’ 
lound  to  GrandeNerre ,  till  the  nth,  when  the 
Fleet  came  to  an  Anchor  off  Fort-Louis ,  of  which 
the  Marines  were  ftill  in  Poffeffion  ;  however  on 
account  of  the  Scarcity  of  Provifions,  and  Wa¬ 
ter,  and  not  being  fupplied  with  Tents  like  the 
reft  of  the  Army,  they  were  growing  fickly,  and 
Capt.  Hood ,  and  Capt,  North ,  belonging  to  the 
Norfolk  and  Berwick ,  died.  Twenty-five  of  the 
Tranfports  only  could  weather  the  Saints ,  the  reft 
were  drove  to  Leeward. 

March  12 .  Commodore  Floors. ,  received  un¬ 
doubted  Intelligence  this  Day  of  the  Arrival  of 
Monf.  Du  Bompar ,  Lieutenant  General  and  Chef 
d  Eicadie,  (foimerly  Governor  of  Martinique ) 
with  a  Squadron  of  Men  of  War,  confiding  of 
eight  Sail  of  the  Line  and  three  Frigates  from  Old 
France ,  having  a  Battalion  of  Swifs  and  other 
Troops  on  board,  intended  for  the  Relief  of  Mar- 
tinico ,  in  Cafe  he  found  it  inverted  by  the  Englijh  ; 
and  that  he  was  lying  at  Anchor  between  Pidgeon- 
IflandmA  Fort- Negro,  in  the  Great  Bay  of  Port- 
Royal,  ready  to  come  out. 

As  it  was  very  practicable  for  Monf.  Bompar,  to 
throw  in  Succours  to  Grande  Ferre,  if  he  attempted 
it,  and  at  the  fame  Time  Mr.  Moore,  be  incapa¬ 
ble  of  putting  to  Sea  to  oppofe  him  in  the  Situa¬ 
tion  the  Englijh  Squadron  then  lay;  a  Refolution 
was  taken  to  call  in  the  cruizing  Ships,  and  to  fail 
immediately  to  Prince  Rupert's  Bay  in  Dominica, 
where  he  could  be  early  acquainted  with  any  Mo¬ 
tions  made  by  the  Enemy,  and  be  readjito  follow 

if 
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if  Occafion  required,  as  he  would  be  then  to  Wind¬ 
ward  of  Guadelupe ,  and  at  the  Diftance  only  of 
nine  Leagues^ 

Monf  Bompar  -arrives ,  and  Mr.  Moore,  fails  to 
Prince  Rupert’s  Bay,  Dominica. 

March  13.  Accordingly  the  Squadron  failed  this 
Morning  to  Prince  Rupert's  Bay ,  and  this  Day 
came  to  an  Anchor  there,  followed  by  the  St. 
George  and  Buckingham ,  from  Bajfe-Terre  Road, 
and  the  Rippon  and  Briftol  from  their  Cruize,  who 
joined  on  the  twenty  firft. 

The  Privateers  of  the  Enemy  took  Advantage 
of  this  Movement,  and  all  the  Time*  the  French 
and  Englijh  Squadrons  were  watching  each  other 
in  the  two  Bays,  they  went  out,  roving  along  the 
Coafts,  and  took  above  eighty  or  ninety  Sail  of 
our  Merchant-Men,  which  they  carried  in  Prizes 
to  Martinicot 

Thefe  frequent  Captures  occafioned  heavy  Com¬ 
plaints  from  the  Planters  in  our  Britijh-IJlands ,  for 
they  faid  it  was  equally  as* practicable  for  the  Eng-> 
lijh  Squadron  to  have  anchored  in  Port-Royal ,  as 
in  Prince  Rupert's  Bay ,  by  which  two  Ends  had 
been  anfwered  *,  the  French  Men  of  War  could 
not  have  got  out,  nor  the  Privateer  Prizes  have 
got  in ;  of  courfe  the  latter  muft  have  fallen  into 
the  Hands  of  our  Cruizers,  and  have  been  retaken, 
no  Harbour  being  then  open  to  them,  but  St. 
Pierre's  or  Granada ,  either  of  which  was  at  any  v 
Time  to  be  blockaded  by  a  lingle  Frigate. 

Had  the  Englifh  made  their  Appearance  off 
Port-Royal  Bay,  Monf.  Du  Bompar ,  muft  have 
been  reduced  to  the  Alternative,  either  of  fight¬ 
ing  a  fuperior  Force,  or  of  retiring  behind  the  Ci-

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fiadei  into  the  Car en age  to  avoid  it;  leaving  to  Mr. 
Mmre  room  to  come  to  an  Anchor  with  his  Squa¬ 
dron  between  Fort-Negro  and  Pidgeon  JJland ,  where 
he  lay  before. 

To  this  it  was  replied,  that  the  heavy  Ships, 
liich  as  the  St.  George  and  Cambridge ,  might  be 
drove  to  Leeward  in  attempting  to  get  into  the 
Bay,  or  that  the  Enemy,  by  conftantly  having  the 
Advantage  of  the  Trade -Wind  and  Current,  might 
at  any  Time  fend  down  Fire-Ships  upon  the  Men 
of  War  in  the  Night. 

March  21.  This  Afternoon  the  Renown  failed 
for  Jamaica  with  Col.  Haldane ,  the  Governor  of 
that  Pkce?  who  adted  as  Brigadier-General  upon 
tie  Expedition. 

The  Squadron  being  fickly,  at  this  Time  was 
reinforced  by  General  Barrington  with  a  Detach¬ 
ment  of  the  Troops,  in  confequence  of  which,  a 
Serjeant  and  20  Men  were  put  on  board  the  Rip- 
pom*  and  the  reft  of  the  Ships  had  a  Complement 
m  proportion. 

March  2 3.  While  the  General  was  making  the 
neceftary  Difpofitions  for  landing  at  Grande-Ferre , 
the  French  at  the  Redoute  and  Dos  d'Ane  came 
down  upon  Col.  Dejbrijay  in  the  Citadel;  and 
having  been  fupplied  with  a  Mortar  of  13  Inches 
from  Martinico ,  threw  Shells  into  it  from  the 
neighbouring  Hills,  and  erected  a  Battery,  from 
which  they  kept  playing  daily  upon  the  new 
Works  thrown  up  by  the  Governor,  and  fome- 
times  made  jfhew  of  an  Affault  upon  the  Body  of 
the  Place;  but  were  conftantly  dii  per  led  by  the 
Fire  from  the  Garrifon,  from  which  alfo  frequent 
Sallies  were  made. 


Colonel 
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Colonel  Defbrifay  Mown  up  in  the  Citadel ;  Colonel 
Crump  lands  and  attacks  St.  Mary’s. 

When  the  St.  George  and  Buckingham  were  cal¬ 
led  in  to  join  the  Squadron  upon  the  Arrival  of  the 
French  Fleet  at  Martinico ,  the  Enemy  was  encou¬ 
raged  to  approach  nearer  to  the  Citadel,  which 
occafioned  a  more  frequent  Difcharge  of  Artillery; 
and  foon  after  we  had  the  Misfortune  to  learn,  that 
a  Cannon  being  fired  too  near  a  Powder  Maga¬ 
zine  placed  in  a  Stone-fentry-Box,  at  the  flanked 
Angle  of  the  South-Eaft  Baftion,  the  Return  of 
the  Wadding  blew  it  u£>,  and  with  it  the  Gover¬ 
nor,  who  was  {landing  at  the  Sentry-Box,  recon- 
noitering  the  Enemy  with  a  Glafs,  Major  Trollop 9 
one  Lieutenant,  two  Bombardiers  and  feveral  Men 
upon  the  Platform.  Col.  Dejbrifay  and  Major  Trol¬ 
lop  were  taken  up  dead,  being  thrown  at  a  great 
Diftance  into  the  Heart  of  the  Fort  *,  but  fome  of 
the  Men,  tho*  greatly  burnt,  recovered*,  Lieut. 
Read  lived  a  few  Days.  By  this  unhappy  Acci¬ 
dent,  the  Army  was  deprived  of  the  Service  of 
two  gallant  and  experienced  Officers,  and  the  Cita¬ 
del  loft  a  bold  and  aftive  Governor  to  defend  it. 
The  French  taking  Advantage  of  the  Diforder  oc¬ 
cafioned  by  the  Explofion,  came  down  in  great 
Numbers  from  the  Hills,  but  were  foon  repuffed 

by  the  Fire  from  theGarrifon. 

Major  Melville ,  who  had  greatly  diftinguifhed 
himfelf  at  his  Out- Poll,  was  appointed  Governor 
of  the  Citadel,  in  the  room  of  Col.  Dejbrifay ,  and 
fucceeded  him  likewife  as  Lieutenant-Coioaei  to 
IVatfon's  Regiment, 

Lieut.  Colonel  Desbrtsay  was  Captain  of 

Foot  at  the  Battle  of  Rocoux  near  Liege  in  i  /  T'  > 

where  being  wounded,  and  lying  upon  the

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Ground  amongft  the  Slain,  he  was  run  through  by 
*  French  Officer,  whofe  unmanly  Example  was  im¬ 
mediately  followed  by  the  Platoon  he  commanded, 
all  or  molt  of  them  planting  their  Bayonets  in  dif- 
ferent  Parts  of  his  Body :  Of  about  1 3  Wounds 
vmic  r  he  received,  eight  were  judged  to  be  mortal : 
Being  afterwards  at  Table  with  the  Marechal 
Count  de  Saxe ,  of  whofe  Politenefs  as  an  Enemy 
many  honourable  Inftances  were  given  in  Courfe  of 
the  late  War,  he  was  ftronglyfollicited  by  the 
Maiechal  to  tell  him  “  Who  the  Officer  was  that 
had  ufed  him  fo  unlike  a  Soldier,  threatening  to 
**  difgrace  him  at  the  Head  of  the  Regiment but 
Desbrisay,  tho*  well  acquainted  with  his  Name, 
the  Commiffion  he  bore,  and  the  Corps  he  ferved 
m,  mold  generoully  declined  it;  contenting  him- 
felf  with  letting  his  Excellency  know,  that  he  was 
rot  a  Stranger  to  his  Perfon,  and  begging  hisExcule 
from  being  obliged  to  point  him  out. 

.  ■^■s  he  was  at  all  1  imes  alert,  fo  was  he  very 
indefatigable,  had  a  thorough  Knowledge  of  his 
Profeffion,  and  was  Mafterof  great  Application  in 
it.  He  was  quick,  and  had  a  happy  Prefence  of 
Mind,  which  forefaw  a  Difficulty  and  the  Method 
to  conquer  it  at  one  and  the  fame  Inftant ;  cool  in 
Aftion,  and  Brave  without  Oftentation;  prefu¬ 
ming  never  upon  a  Superiority  of  Parts,  but  al¬ 
ways  diffident  of  Himfelf;  thought  and  read  much, 
and  was  ever  forming  fome  new  Defign  to  moleft 
and  annoy  the  Enemy  :  The  Service  of  the  Pub- 
lick  was  the  Spring  that  wound  him  up  and  put  his 
whole  Frame  in  Motion.  He  had  the  true  Fire  of 
a  Soldier  in  him,  and  with  it  was  as  compleat  a 
Gentleman  as  any  in  the  Service,  dying  fincerely 
regretted  by  every  Officer  of  his  Acquaintance. 

April  1 .  Arrived  the  Emerald ,  Capt.  Cornwall, 
from  England  with  Difpatches  for  the  Cmmodore 
and  General,  and  on  the  5th, 

April 
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April  5.  Looking  into  Martini  to.  was  chafed  by 
two  French  Men  of  War. 

The  Antigua  Brig,  Capt.  Varlo,  funk  two  French 
Schooners  loaded  with  Arms  for  Guadelupe ,  and 
brought  in  a  third. 

Col.  Crufnpe  of  Duroure's  landed  at  Grande - 
with  a  Detachment  of  600  Men,  between 
the  Towns  of  St.  Anne  and  St*  Francois ,  attacked 
them,  and  deftroyed  the  Batteries  and  Cannon 
there* 

April  11.  The  Emerald  with  French  Colours 
looking  into  the  Harbour  of  Granada ,  the  Mailer- 
Attendant  and  feveral  Gentlemen  from  the  Shore, 
taking  her  for  a  French  Frigate,  came  on  board 
and  were  made  Prifoners ;  upon  finding  their 
Miftake,  they  burft  out  into  a  violent  Fit  of 
Laughter,  and  foon  after  fell  a  finging. 

April  12.  A  few  Days  before  Gen.  Barrington 
Formed  a  Defign  to  furprife  the  Towns  of  Petit - 
Bourg ,  St.  Mary*S)  and  Goyave  on  the  Baffe-Ferre 
Side  of  the  Ifland,  and  to  make  an  Incuriion  into 
the  Capcjierre ,  the  moil  beautiful  Country  in  or  a- 
bout  it;  but  the  Succefs  of  this  Project,  tho*  Weil 
concerted,  was  thro8  the  Darknefs  of  the  Night, 
the  Roughnefs  of  the  Weather,  and  the  Ignorance 
and  Fear  of  the  Negroes  who  were  Guides,  en¬ 
tirely  fruftrated. 

Soon  after  the  General  fent  Brigadier  Crump e  to 
reconnoitre  the  Coafi:  near  Arnouville  and  HoueU 
berg ,  who  landed  there  on  the  12  th  with  a  Detach¬ 
ment  of  1300  Men  from  the  Troops,  and  1^0 
Antigua  Volunteers.  They  found  the  Enemy,  who 
had  not  oppofed  their  landing,  drawn  up  in  two 
ftrong  Entrenchments  well  defended  with  Cannon 
and  palifaded,  but  they  were  attacked  with  fuch 
Intrepidity  by  Part  of  Duroure's  Regiment  and 
the  Highlanders,  who  rufiied  in  upon  them  with 
Bayonets  fixed,  that  they  very  foon  gave  way,  and 
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abandoned  one  of  them  j  from  the  other,  they  cot?-* 
tinned  to  fire  upon  the  Troops  for  fome  time  with 
Cannon  and  Mufquetry,  but  a  Bridge  having  beert 
made,-  the  River  was  eroded,  when  they  were  en¬ 
tirely  drove  off'  and  above  70  taken  Prifoners* 
fome  of  them  People  of  the  greatefl  Condition  in 
the  Ifiand.  The  Lofs  to  the  Troops  was,  killed 
one  Officer  and  13  Men,  and  wounded  two  Offi¬ 
cers  and  52  Men. 

From  hence  the  Detachment  pa  fifed  on  to  the 
River  Lizard ,  where  the  Enemy  had  thrown  up  & 
ftrons:  Work  defended  with  four  Pieces  of  Can- 

O 

non,  and  feemed  determined  to  make  a  Stand,  but 
the  River  being  crofted  by  means  of  two  Canoes 
conveyed  lower  down  in  the  Night,  thev  fled  at 
Break  of  Day  on  the  13th  without  any  Reflftance* 
and  were  purfued  to  Peiit-Bourg ,  which  they  a- 
bandoned  in  the  fame  precipitate  Manner  as  foon  as 
the  Troops  appeared.  They  had  fortified  this 
Town  with  Lines  and  a  Redoute,  but  befides  the 
Danger  they  were  in  from  the  Detachment,  then 
feizing  the  Hauteurs  around*  they  were  attacked  at 
the  fame  Time  by  Capt.  Uvedate  of  the  Granada 
Bomb,  who  was  throwing  Shells  into  the  Fort. 

On  the  15th  Brigadier  Crumpe  advanced  to  the 
Bay  Mahault  with  700  Men*  and  Capt.  Steele  to 
Goyave  with  j  00,  where  the  latter  nailed  up  feven 
Pieces  of  Cannon  in  an  Entrenchment  which 
might  have  been  maintained  againft  a  much  fupe- 
rior  Force,  the  Enemy  retiring  after  a  fingle  Bif- 
charge  of  their  Artillery. 

On  the  1 6th  Brigadier  Crumpe  returned  from  the 
Bay  Mahault ,  where  he  found  the  Town  of  Bat* 
tanes  abandoned,  which  he  burnt,  deftroying'at  the 
fame  Time  a  large  Quantity  of  Provifions  that  had 
been  fupplied  by  the  Dutch  from  St.  Eujlatia. 

There  now  remained  only  the  Town  of  St.  Ma- 
jry’s  to  prevent  the  Irruption  of  theTroops  into  the 
J  ♦  ,/  '  Cape* 
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Capejierre ,  and  which  was  indeed  the  dernier  Rc- 
fource  of  the  Enemy;  this  Pafs  they  had  ftrongly 
fortified,  but  like  the  reft  as  ill  fupported.  They 
were  purfued  as  far  as  the  Heights  of  St.  Mary*s9 
having  retired  with  great  Precipitation  ;  being  at¬ 
tacked  there  in  Front  by  the  Engli/h  Grenadiers 
with  the  utmoft  Refolution,  they  quitted  their 
Cannon  and  fled,  upon  which  the  Detachment 
took  Pofleffion  of  the  Town,  and  next  Morning 

broke  into  the  Capejierre . 

By  a  Letter  intercepted  from  the  Count  de 
Bourhonaye ,  Governor  of  Martinico^  to  the  Cheva¬ 
lier  ITEtreil  at  Guadelupe ,  it  appeared,  4C  That 
44  the  former  was  in  no  Condition  to  fend  any  far¬ 
's4  ther  Relief  or  Afliftance  to  him,  all  the  Arms 
44  he  could  fpare  being  already  taken  ;  and  that 
44  Monk  du  Bampar  found  himfelr  unequal  to 
44  make  any  Attempts  in  his  Favour  againft  the 
44  Englifh  Squadron;  ftill  encouraging  him  not 
44  to  deipair,  but  to  hold  out  to  the  laid  Moment. 

April  i  y.  Arrived  the  Griffin  from  &nglanu% 
with  an  Anfwer  to  the  Dilpatches  lent  by  the  iVea-

-  -four  Leagues  from  the  latter  to  the  S.  S.  W . 

April  22.  At  this  Time  the  French.  Governor 
finding  himfelf  clofe  prefs’d  by  Col.  Crumpe ,  wiio 
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feem’d  determined  by  the  Difpofmons  forming,  to 
ravage  and  lay  wafle  the  Country,  lent  a  Flag  of 
Truce  to  General  Barrington  to  demand  a  Ceffation 
oi  Aims,  and  to  know  what  F erms  he  would 
grant ;  and  having  confulted  the  principal  Inha¬ 
bitants,  and  they  being  ol  Opinion  it  was  in  vain 
to  hold  out  any  longer,  on  the  25th  o i  April  the 
Island  of  Guadelupe  was  Surrendered  to  the  Gene¬ 
ral  on  tne  following  Articles  of  Capitulation,  which 
were  ligned  at  the  Head-  Quarters  at  Capejlerre  on 
5 Vuejday  May  j,  1759. 

ARTICLES  of  Capitulation. 

Between  their  Excellencies  the  Hon.  Major-General 
Barrington,  and  John  Moore,  Efqy  Commanders 
in  Chief  of  his  Britannick  Majefty’s  Land  and 
Sea  Forces  in  thefe  jeas,  and  M.  Nadau  d’Etreil, 
Governor  for  his  Molt  Chriftian  Majefly  of  Gua¬ 
delupe,  Grande-Terre,  Defeada,  and  the  Saintes. 

Article  T  the  Governor,  Staff  and  other 

VV  Officers,  of  the  Regular  Troops, 
fhall  march  out  of  our  Polls,  with  one  Mortar, 
two  Field-Pieces  of  Brafs  Cannon,  with  ten 
Rounds  for  each  piece.  Arms,  Baggage,  and  fhe

E.  N.  E.  four  Leagues,  The  Squadron  turning  to 
Windward  between  Dominica  and  Marigalante ,  and 
fo  continuing  the  whole  Time  it  was  out  The 
Sun  was  this  Day  Vertical  at  Noon. 

May  5.  At  fix.  South  End  of  Marigalante, 
N.  E.  four  Leagues.  I  he  Commodore  brought  to 
every  Day  about  Noon,  by  which  Means  the  Squa¬ 
dron  fell  to  Leeward  as  much  in  the  Day  as  it 
gain’d  to  Windward  in  the  Night. 

May  6.  At  (even,  South  End  of  Marigalante 
N.  E.  by  N.  three  Leagues. 

At 
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Jn  the  Evening  the  Griffin  joined, 
making  the  Signal  to  fpeak  to  the  Commodore. 

May  j.  At  feven,  in  the  Morning,  Signal  for 
all  Cruiz  ers  to  come  in. 

At  eight,  the  Commodore  hoifted  his  Colours* 
and  bore  away  tor  Prince  Rupert's  Bay  again. 

At  twelve.  Signals  for  the  Rippon,  Brijlol ,  Erne.- 
rald,  and  Griffin  to  chace  four  Sail  to  the  South¬ 
ward. 

Atone,  continued  the  Chace,  at  two  the  Rip. 
pan  threw  out  the  Commodore^  private  Signal, 
which  not  being  anfwered,  at  three  fired  a  Gun 
at  the  Chace,  who  ftood  for  Martinico. 

At  five,  a  Brig  bore  down  to  the  Brifiol ,  with 
an  Account  that  the  Chace  were  three  of  our 
Tranlports  and  a  Cartel  with  the  French  Governor, 
Le  Chevalier  D'Etreil ,  and  his  Officers,  bound 
lor  Pert -Royal,  in  Confequence  of  the  Arricles  of 
Capitulation  ;  at  fix  left  off  Chace. 

The  Commodore  with  the  reft  of  the  Squadron, 
came  to  an  Anchor  in  Prince  Rupert's  Bay  ;  as  did 
Monf.  Bompar,  with  his  Squadron  the  Day  before, 
in  the  Bay  of  Port-Royal,  having  never  feen  each 
other ;  which  oceafioned  it  to  be  ludicroufly  faid 
by  the  People  of  Dominica  at  our  Return,  “  That 
“  the  Englijh  went  on  one  Side  of  the  Ifiand,  and 
c‘  the  French  on  the  other,  for  fear  they  fhould 
“  meet.

Defeada,  the  Santos,  and  Pctite-Terre  furrender. 

May  9.  At  this  Time  General  Barrington  fum- 
inoned  Marigalante,  the  Santos,  and  Defeada  to 
furrender :  The  latter  fubmitted  upon  the  fame 
Perms  as  had  been  given  to  Gnadelupe ,  but  Mari- 
galante  held  out.  The  little  Illand  of  Petit-Terre 
came  in  likevvile. 

'  De- 
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Pf.seada.  or  Desiderata  (the  defifable 
Hand)  fo  called  by  Columbus ,  becaufe  it  was  the 
fir  ft  Land  he  difcovered  on  his  fecond  Voyage  to 
America ,  Anno  1493,  lies  feven  Leagues  from 
Grand-Terre ,  to  the  N.  E,  in  Length  three  Leagues, 
and  Breadth  four  Miles.  Latitude  16.  20.  N. 
Longitude  60.  10.  W. 

10.  Upon  figning  the  Articles  of  Capitulation 
at  Capes terre,  the  Inhabitants  quitted  thzDos 
dAne ,  and  returned  to  their  Plantations  and  Houfes  y 
they  began  alfo  to  repair  the  Ruins  at  Bajfe-Terre  * 
where  loon  after.  Shops  were  open’d,  and  the 
Produce  of  the  Country  fold  as  ufual,  unmolefted 
by  the  Troops  in  Camp  or  Garrifon,  where  Ge¬ 
neral  Barrington  caufed  the  ftridleft  Difcipline  to 
be  obferved,  and  behaved  with  fo  much  Affability, 
and  was  fo  eafy  of  Accefs  to  all  the  Natives,  that 
it  would  be  difficult  to  fay  whether  He  leemed  to 
be  moft  refpefted  by  the  Army  or  the  Ifland. 

,  11.  Sailed  the  Woolwich  for  England,  with  an 
Account  of  the  Surrender  of  Guadelupe ,  the  San - 
tos ,  and  Defeada . 

Mar  i  gal  ante  now  only  remaining  to  be 
fubdued,  the  General  began  to  make  the  necefifa- 
ry  Preparations  for  attacking  it,  and  accordingly 
a  Body  of  Troops  were  embarked. 

.  May  14.  Sailed  the  Berwick ,  Brijlol ,  Ludlow - 
Cajlle,  and  two  Bombs  from  Prince  Rupert’s  Bay, 
to  favour  a  Dcfcent  upon  the  Ifland,  and  to  de~ 
ftroy  the  Forts;  and  having  joined  the  Tranfports 
from  Grande- l’erre,  flood  over  to  Marigalante 
but  the  Enemy  upon  the  Appearance  of  the 
Troops  thought  proper  to  fubmit.  ■ 

The  Brijlol  was  greatly  employed  throughout 
the  Whole  of  the  Expedition ;  Capt.  Parker  was 
extremely  a&ive,  very  brave,  and  was  well  fe- 
conded  by  his  firfl  Lieutenant,  Mr.  Philipps,  whofe 
Courage  and  Coolnefs  gained  him  much  Credit  in 
the  Squadron,  The

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The  Commodore  rode  all  this  Day  at  Anchor 
with  his  Foretopfail  loofe,  (Signal  tor  the  Squa¬ 
dron  to  prepare  to  fail.) 

19.  MarigaLantf  furrendered  upon  the  fame 
Terms  as  Guadelupe ,  and  the  Berwick ,  with  the 
Ludlow -Caftk)  and  Bombs,  returned  back  to  Prince 
Rupert's  Bay. 

23.  A  Detachment  of  the  Troops  was  left  at 
Marigalante ,  under  the  Command  of  Major  Ball \ 
to  garrifon  the  Hland. 

27.  All  prefent  Defigns  of  the  Expedition  being' 
thus  happily  finiffi’d,  General  Barrington  acquain¬ 
ted  the  Commodore,  that  hepropofed  to  fend  back 
Part  of  the  Troops  with  the  Tranfports  to  Eng* 
land ,  about  the  latter  End  of  June ,  or  the  Begin¬ 
ning  of  July. 

31.  Arrived  the  Najfau  and  Raifonnable  of  70 
Guns  each,  with  a  Store-Ship  from  Portfmoiith , 
and  joined  the  Squadron  in  the  Bay. 

June  2.  The  Commodore  formed  the  Squadron 
into  two  Divifions,  and  made  a  new  Line  of  Battle, 
Mr.  Moore ,  commanding  the  Red,  and  Mr, 
Hughes  the  White.

3.  At  three  in  the  Afternoon,  Commodore 
Moore  made  the  Signal  to  weigh  in  the  Cambridge , 
which  was  repeated  by  Capt.  Hughes  in  the  Nor¬ 
folk  ^  when  the  Squadron  failed  in  two  Divifions 
from  Prince  Rupert's  Bay  for  Guadelupe  ;  leaving 
behind  the  Najfau  and  Raifonnable  to  compleat 
their  Watering. 

June  4.  At  eight  in  the  Morning,  the  Commo¬ 
dore  anchored  in  BajJ'erTerre  Road,  the  reft  of  the 
Ships  following  according  to  Seniority. 

6.  At  nine  anchored  the  Raifonnable ,  and  the 

Najfau  appeared  in  the  Offing.  Monf.  Dit  Bomparf

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failed  this  Day  from  Port-Royal,  leaving  behind

Guns,  * 

r ,  7-  General  Barrington  was  now  makino-  the 
1  our  of  the  Eland,  and  vifiting  all  the  Quarters 
where  the  Troops  were  cantoned. 

The  Attention  of  the  Public  in  England  on 
t  tis  Lxpedition  being  totally  fwallowed  up  in  the 
ltlea  of  Martini co,  the  Conqueffi  of  Guadelupc  (as 
we  vvere  told)  became  little  confidered  by  the  Ge¬ 
nerality  of  the  People  there,  who  looked  upon  it 
•ts  a  little  Provincial  Kland  to  the  other,  and  were 
not  fufficiently  acquainted  with  the  Strength  of 
:t'  the  Atl vantages  accruing  from  its  Poffijffion, 
tlie  Extent  and  Produce  of  the  Country,  and  more 
particularly  the  Beauty  of  its  Situation,  Yvhere, 
like  a  Queen,  it  fits  enthroned  amongft  the  leffier 
Elands,  in  Power  to  convey  Relief  or  Deftruftion 
to  all  the  Colonies  around. 

1  he  Soil  is  rich,  and  efpecially  at  Grande-Ferre 
fo  fertile,  that  the  Canes  are  frequently  cut  fix 
Times  without  re-planting;  and  in  Martinico ,  the  ' 
fined:  Plantation  never  produced  more  than  feven 
Crops,  and  but  veiy  few  did  that;  indeed  far  the 
greateft  Part  of  what  are  called  Martinico  Sugars, 
are  the  real  Produce  of  Guadelupc ,  the  Inhabitants  of 
which  were  obliged  to  fend  them  to  Martinico , 
before  they  could  be  tranfported  to  Old  France. 

Martinique  is  called  the  Capital  Eland, 
from  the  conllant  Refidence  of  the  Governor, 
who  commands  over  all,  as  the  Governor  of  An-' 
tigua  does  in  like  Manner  over  St.  Kill’s ,  Nevis, 
Montfcrrat,  and  other  the  Caribbees  with  us ;  but 
it  is  neither  lb  firong,  nor  fo  capable  of  Defence 
as  Guadelttpe  :  The  Citadel  is  Indeed  extremely 
difficult  to  be  attacked  by  Sea,  and  to  Shipping 
perhaps  impregnable  on  Account  of  the  Trade- 
Wind  and  Current  letting  conftantly  out  of  the 
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Bay  of  Port-Royal ,  but  it  is  practicable  to  take  it 
by  Land  *,  and  though  the  Englijh  Troops  did  not 
fucceed  *n  the  prefen t  Attempt,  it  is  not  thence 
to  be  concluded  that  it  was  not  to  be  reduced  : 
Different  Reafons  might  prevail  on  different  Per- 
ions,  and  it  is  very  certain  both  Jfiands  could  not  fall 
a  Sacrifice  ;  for  the  Taking  of  one  would  render 
it  impracticable  to  attack  the  other  with  any  Pro¬ 
bability  of  Succefs,  fince  Half  the  Regiments  muff 
have  been  employed  in  Garrifons  to  fecure  the 
new  Conqueft  :  GuADEtuPE  might  therefore  be, 
for  ought  I  know,  the  greater  ObjeCt  of  Confide- 
ration  to  the  BritiJIo  Generals,  as  it  was  a  Neff  of 
Ehbujliers  and  Privateers ,  constantly  infefting  the 
Britijh  Trade  ;  for  moft  of  the  Ships  trading  to 
Antigua ,  Nevis ,  St,  Kitt\  Jamaica ,  or  the  Spanijh 
Main,  are  obliged  in  their  Paffage  to  the  Wejl-ln - 
dies?  to  ftrike  Dejeada  firft  to  make  the  Land  ;  from 
which  they  were  difcernible  immediately  to  the 
French  at  Guadelupe ,  who  never  failed  to  fend  their 
Schooners  and  Petiaugres  out,  and  were  perpetually 
bringing  in  of  Englijh  Prizes  to  the  Town  and 
Road  of  BaJJ'e  - Terre ,  where  they  were  protected 
by  the  Cannon  of  the  Citadel  and  Batteries,  from 
any  Attempts  of  our  Cmizers  to  retake  them; 
Po.r  this  Reafon  and  for  others  that  could  be 
given,  the  PoffefTion  of  Guadelupe  is  of  the  great- 
eft  Importance  to  Englijh  Merchants  in  Time  of 
War,  and  indeed  on  many.  Accounts  it  appears 
to  be  the  moft  valuable  Ifland  of  the  two,  and  the 
more  noble  Acquifition  to  the  Crown  of  England. 

June  10.  The  Tranfports  came  round  from 
Grattde^Terrey  and  dropped  in  daily  to  the  Ren- 
dezvoufe  at  BaJJe^Eerre. 

June  12.  At  eight,  anchored  the  NaJJau :  At  ten, 
the  Roebuck  came  into  the  Road,  and  failed  again 
to  Englijh  Harbour  in  Antigua  to^clean,  being:  or- 
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dered  to  take  the  Tranfports  under  her  Convoy 
to  England 

Rippon  ordered  to  look  into  Granada. 

June  15.  At  this  Time  it  being  very  uncertain 
whether  jMonf.  Vu  Bompar  had  entirely  left  thefe 
Seas,  and  moft  other  Ports  having  been  reconnoi¬ 
tred  by  the  Frigates,  the  Rippon  was  ordered  by  the 
Commodore  this  Morning  to  look  into  Granada , 
and  failed  at  Twelve  accordingly. 

Granada  lies  in  the  Latitude  of  11.  45.  N. 
about  eighty  Leagues  from  Guadelupe ,  and  thirty 
from  Barbadoes ,  to  the  S.  W.  The  Ifland  is  from 
Eaft  to  Weft  about  five  Leagues^and  in  Circum¬ 
ference  twenty-five  Miles.  There  arefeveral  Bays 
and  Harbours  in  it,  and  the  Road  is  defended  by 
a  Battery  of  fourteen  Guns.  A  French  Governor 
ufually  refides  here,  and  there  is  a  Garrifon, 
fubjedl  to  the  Command  of  the  Governour  of 
Martinico .  It  is  well  watered,  produces  Sugar, 
Rum ,  Cotton ,  and  Fruits ,  as  the  other  Iflands,  and 

is  efteemed  rich  and  fertile. 

June  1 6.  At  twelve,  St.  Lucia  bore  Eaft  nine 
Leagues,  Latitude  obferved  T°T  TV  N.  at  fix  St. 
Vincent  Eaft  feven  Leagues. 

June  17.  At  five  in  the  Morning,  the  S.  W.  End 
of  Granada ,  bore  S.  E.  by  S,  five  or  fix  Leagues. 

t)if covers  Monf  Du  Bompar,  and  Squadron  lying 

there . 

At  eight  faw  lying  in  the  Road  and  clofe  under 
the  Land,  Monf.  Bompar  with  feven  Ships  of  the 
Line,  his  Broad  Pendant  and  Colours  flying.  At 
half  paft  eight,  wore  Ship  and  ftoo4  to  the  North- 
ward,  being  then  about  feven  Miles  from  the 

French  Squadron. 
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At  nine  one  of  the  French  Ships  loofecl  her 
Topfails  as  if  to  Chace,  but  did  not  come  out. 
Cleared  Ship  and  made  ready  for  Adhon. 

At  ten,  hawled  up  to  the  Northward. 

It  was  thought  as  Monf.  du  Bompar  did  not 
chace  the  Rippon  with  his  Squadron,  which  he 
muft  have  diftinguilhed  at  laait  two  Hours  before 
flie  could  difeover  him  under  the  Land,  that  he 
was  apprehenlive  flie  was  the  Headmoft  Ship  of 
the  Englijh  Squadron,  and  was  lent  to  decoy  him 

into  the  Fleet. 

June  18.  At  feven,  heavy  Squall  of  Wind, 
Rain,  Thunder,  and  Lightning.

Colum bus,  began  a  fourth  Voyage  in  iro2 
and  failed  to  Martinico,  from  thence  to  Jamaica 
and  afterwards  up  theGulphof  Honduras,  where 
he  found  the  great  Continent  of  Mexico  :  After 
ail  his  Difcoveries  and  Conquefts,  feeing  himfelf 
neglected  at  Court,  on  his  return  to  Spain,  He  re¬ 
tired; 
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tiled  to  V alladotid,  where  he  died  of  a  broken 
Heart  Anno  1506. 

This  Great  Man  was  perhaps  the  mod:  re¬ 
markable  Inftance  of  difregarded  Merit  the  World 
ever  knew  ;  who fe  confummate  Knowledge  firft 
conceived,  and  whofe  unprecedented  Courage  af¬ 
terwards  executed,  Defigns  and  Projects  beyond 
all  the  Atchievements  of  the  moil  illuftrious  Con¬ 
querors  amongft  the  Ancients,  beyond  almoft  the 
Capacity  and  Valour  of  a  Mortal ;  launching  into 
unknown  Seas  in  queffc  of  an  unknown  Earth, 
collecting  Wealth  and  Riches  from  Kingdoms  and 
Countries  no  where  heard  of ;  a  Sovereign  of  his 
own  Creation,  who  firft  obtained  a  Sceptre,  and 
then  found  out  a  World  to  fway  it  in.  Variety  of 
Fortune  he  endured ;  at  one  Time  loaded  with 
Honours,  at  another  lent  for  Home  in  Chains ; 
this  Day  High-Admiral  of  the  IVeftern  Seas, 
and  Lord  of  all  the  TFeJler.u  Globe,  the  next  a 
Suppliant  for  Mercy,  and  pleading  his  Caufe  for 
Life  and  Liberty  ;  infulted  by  his  Inferiors,  and 
difg raced  by  his  King:  Then  iffuing  forth  in 
Splendor  and  in  Power,  adding  Dominion  to  Do¬ 
minion,  and  Continent  to  Continent;  till  worn 
out  with  Age  and  repeated  Services,  he  returned 
to  Europe  in  a  private  Station,  and  died  univerfally 
regretted  and  admired,  but  in  the  Territory  of 
the  Prince  he  had  aggrandized,  and  the  Country 
he  had  enriched  *. 

I  hen  at  the  laft  a  magnificent  Monument  was 
erected  to  his  Memory,  the  only  Return  made  him 
by  that  Nation,  which  derives  its  greateft  Influ¬ 
ence  at  this  Day,  from  Acquifiticns  made  by  his 
underftanding  Heart,  and  his  invincible  Arm  : 
In  a  Word,  Columbus  fhould  only  have  lived  in 
the  Reign  of  fuch  a  Prince  as  Alexander ,  who 
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wiflied  for  nothing  fo  much  as  a  New  World  td 
Conquer  f .

General  Barrington  having  now  finished 
his  Tour  round  the  Eland  of  Guadelupe ,  and  ha¬ 
ving  fettled  all  Affairs  relative  to  the  Inhabitants 
and  the  Difpofition  of  the  Troops,  embarked  this 
Afternoon  on  board  the  Roebuck ,  leaving  Col. 
Crump e ,  who  had  for  fome  Time  paft  afted  as  Bri¬ 
gadier-General,  to  command  the  Forces  in  his 
Abfence.  At  the  fame  Time  the  Regiments  of 
Old  Buffs ,  Barrington's ,  and  Elliott’s,  having 
compleated  the  three  Regiments  of  Duroure* s 
Watfon’s ,  and  Armiger* s,  which  remained  behind, 
embarked  on  board  the  Tranfports  to  return  to 
England .

July  13.  Anchored  in  Carlijle  Bay. 

July  19.  Sailed  from  Barbadoes. 

July  22.  Anchored  in  Bajje-Terre  Road,  St. 
Chriftopher's .  The  Speedwell  Ketch  arrived  from 
England  with  Difpatches  to  the  Commodore. 

St.  Chrjstopiier’s,  or  as  it  is  commonly  called 
St.  Kilt's,  was  firft  difcovered  by  Columbus  in  1492? 
who  gave  it  his  Chriftian  Name.  It  lies  in  Lat. 
17  N.  and  Lon.  6 2  W.  about  twenty  Miles  long* 
and  feven  or  eight  broad,  producing  the  greateft 
Quantity  of  Sugar  next  to  Barbadoes  of  all  our 
Elands.  The  French  poffefted  the  South  Side  of  it 
till  the  Peace  of  Utrecht ,  when  it  was  given  up  to 
England ,  and  they  quitted  the  Bland.  It  is  well 
watered,  and  very  beautiful  to  the  Eye. 

July  23.  Captain  Hughes  having  again  the  Com¬ 
mand  given  him  of  a  Squadron,  now  returning  to 
England ,  made  a  Signal  and  gave  Orders  to  the 
Convoy. 

July  2 6.  At  fix,  in  the  Morning,  the  Norfolk 
made  the  Signal  to  weigh,  when  the  Squadron  for 
England  and  the  Convoy  got  on  their  Way,  leav¬ 
ing  Commodore  Moore  with  feveral  Sail  of  Men  of 
War  behind  in  the  Road. 

At  five  in  the  Afternoon,  the  Convoy  being 
out  at  Sea,  Capt.  Hughes  hoi  (ted  a  Broad  Pen¬ 
dant,  and  bore  away,  the  Fleet  failing  in  the 
following  Order.

St.  Eustati  a,  is  a  fmall  Ifland  belong-  , 
ing  to  the  United  Provinces,  and  lies  three 
Leagues  from  St.  Kitf*s>  W.  by  N.  Of  all  the 
Garibbees  it  lee  ms  the  bared  and  lead  fertile,  not- 
withftanding  the  Dutch  carry  on  a  very  powerful 
Trade  in  the  JVeft-Indies  from  it,  and  it  has  been 
for  fame  Years  the  Market  of  Europe:  Being 
poor  and  naked  in  itfclf,  and  in  all  Appearance 
like  a  ragged  Rock,  it  thrives  by  borrowed  Com¬ 
modities  and  a  clandedine  Tramck  with  the  Pow¬ 
ers  at  War^  tranfporting  the  Produce  of  one 
Enemy  to  another,  under  xhe  Pretence  of  neutral 
Bottoms,  The  Town  is  badly  built,  and  the 
'Houles  very  indifferent  *,  it  dands  lofty,  and  has 
one  Hill  in  particular  of  a  very  great  Height, 

which  is  called  Tumbledown  DffT,  and  ferves  as  a, 

•  » 

Land  Mark  at  a  Didance. 

When  the  Rippon  was  cruizing  off  the  Har¬ 
bour,  there  was  a  Dutch  Man  of  War,  feveral 
French  Privateers,  and  a  great  Quantity  of  other 
Shipping  lying  there  :  It  is  an  Hand  of  Smugglers , 
and  the  common  Receptacle  of  all  the  Thieves  in 
Europe . 

There  are  feveral  Forts  in  St.  Euftatia ,  and  a 
Governor  condantly  redding  there  *,  the  prefent 
one  is  Mynheer  De  JVyndt ,  who  is  (filed  Governor 
of  St.  Euftatia ,  Sabar  and  St.  Martin’s ,  though 
the  lad  belongs  to  the  French  \  however  the  two 
Nations  underdand  one  another  fo  well,  that  in  all 
Probability  it  is  the  farrte  thing  to  the  drench ,  to 
have  a  Dutch  Governor  over  St,  Martin’s ,  as  one 
of  their  own  Country. 

Auguft  1.  This  Day  the  Squadron  eroded  the

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Augujl  24.  Arrived  in  the  Latitu  ie  of  the  Ber¬ 
mudas  ;  heavy  Squalls  and  violent  Chi  ns  of  Thun- 
tier,  with  Rain. 

Augujt  25.  Foul  and  tempeftuous  Weather, 
with  great  Flalhes  of  Lightning.  Capt.  Beacon 
dies,  of  the  Kingsfijher  Bomb. 

Bermuda,  or  the  Summer  Blands,  called  fo 
from  Sir  George  Summer ,  who  loft  his  Ship  on  the 
.Rocks,  Anno  1639,  in  a  violent  Gale  of  Wind, 
lie  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  in  Latitude  32.  20.  n! 
and  Longitude  65  W.  about  220  Leagues  from 
Chari e s-  fto vm  in  South- Carolina^  to  the  E.  and  are 
iaid  to  contain  near  20,000  Acres  furrounded  with 
Rocks.  The  Land  lies  low,  and  the  Blands  ap¬ 
pear  in  a  Clufter  ;  from  the  dreadful  Tempefts 
tnat  break  around,  Bermuda  was  formerly  called 
t.ic  Devil  s-I/land^  and  the  People  in  North- Ame¬ 
rica^  who  deal  in  Horfes  to  the  Weft-Indies ,  at 
this  Day  never  think  their  Paflage  fecure,  till  they 
have  crofTed  thefe  Latitudes ;  from  which,  and  the 
Number  of  Horfes  they  annually  are  obliged  to 
throw  overboard,  they  are  commonly  ftiled  the 
Horfe- Latitudes. 

The  Bland  maybe  faid  with  fome  Propriety  to 
be  guarded  by  the  Winds,  and  defended  by  the 
Artillery  of  the  Heavens,  Thunder  and  Light¬ 
ning. 

The  Air  is  healthy,  and  the  Climate  temperate, 
and  though  perpetual  7  em  pelts  and  Hurricanes 
rage  on  the  Coalts,  yet  the  Inland  Country  enjoys 
a  perfect  Serenity,  entirely  free  from  any  Storms 
whatever. 

The  chief  Town  is  that  of  St.  George ,  contain¬ 
ing  near  icco  H ouics,  to  the  N.  W.  Provisions 
are  cheap  and  plentiful,  and  it  abounds  in  Fifh 
and  Emits  of  all  Kinds  :  The  Houfes  and  Sloops 
are  modi/  built  of  Cedar,  of  which  there  Bill 
remain  many  beautiful  Groves.  By  all  Accounts 
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Bermuda  is  a  rpoft  agreeable  Ifland,  one  Circum- 
fiance  only  excepted,  that  to  make  a  Vifit  there 
a  Man  muft  travel  in  a  Whirlwind. 

Aug-.- 28.  Loft  Sight  of  t\\eNorfolk ,  and  Convoy, 
the  Infernal  Bomb  excepted,  and  thirtecen  Sail  of 
Merchantmen;  the  reft  of  the  Convoy  a-head. 

September  7 .  Difcovered  a  Fleet  to  the  South¬ 
ward,  which  proved  to  be  the  Brijlol ,  with  fifty 
Sail  of  the  Convoy  fleering  for  Ireland ,  who  left 
the  Norfolk  and  frade  the  Day  before  at  four  in 
the  Afternoon, 

Sept.  8.  Joined  the  Norfolk  and  Convoy.  A 
very  high  Sea  all  this  Morning,  it  having  blown 
hard  all  Night.  r  Some  of  the  Ships  appeared  to 
have  loft  their  Top-Mafts,  and  others  threw  out 
Signals  of  Diftrefs.  Blew  hard  all  Day,  loft  the 
Norfolk  and  Convoy  at  Noon,  lay  to  under  a  reef’d 
Forefail  and  Mizen. 

Sept.  27.  Th zRippon  arrived  at  Plymouth ,  as  did 
the  Brijlol  the  Day  before,  and  was  foon  after 
joined  by  the  Burford  and  JVinchefier .

OElober  5.  Arrived  Capt.  Hughes  in  the  Norfolk , 
with  the  Remainder  of  the  Convoy  at  Spithead , 
and  above  two  hundred  Sail  of  Merchantmen. 

Thus  ended  an  Expedition  of  great  Importance 
to  the  Public,  and  in  which  the  Englijh  Arms  ac¬ 
quired  a  Reputation  even  from  the  Enemy  :  The 
Intrepidity  of  the  Officers  who  commanded,  and 
the  Refolution  of  the  Men  who  obeyed,  were  ve¬ 
ry  uncommon  and  remarkable,  and  fuch  only  as  a 
true  Senfe  of  Honour,  and  a  true  Zeal  for  their 
Sovereign,  and  their  Country  could  infpire  ;  ex- 
poied  to  Dangers  they  had  never  known,  to  Dif- 
orders  they  had  never  felt,  to  a  Climate  more  fa¬ 
ta!  than  the  Enemy,  and  to  a  Method  of  fighting 
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tlvey  had  never  fcen :  Harraffed  with  perpetual 
Alarms,  and  fatigued  with  conilant  Duty,  they  ftill 
advanced,  alert  in  all  Hours  of  Caution,  invin¬ 
cible  in  all  Hours  of  Attack  ^  frequently  they 
fullered  from  concealed  Fires  out  of  the  Woods, 
from  lurking  Parties  of  armed  Negroes  that -could 
net  be  difeovered,  snd  where  the  Officer  who  com¬ 
manded  was  in  the  Situation  of  Virgil's,  Rululian 
Captain,

On  fuch  Occafions  they  preferved  their  Ranks  in¬ 
flexibly,  or  ruffied  with  Bayonets  fixed  amongft 
the  Trees  and  Bufhes  till  they  had  fcoured  them 
thoroughly.  Fortune  at  laft  declared  in  their  Fa¬ 
vour,  and  Conqueft  became  the  Recompence  of 
Virtue^  when  under  the  Directions  of  an  adtive 
and  enterprizing  Commander  in  Chief,  whole  Or¬ 
ders  were  executed  with  the  fame  Alacrity  they 
were  jgiven,  the  Britifh  Troops  fucceeded  in  re¬ 
ducing  to  his  Majefty’s  Obedience,  an  Ifiand,  per¬ 
haps  of  as  great  Confequence  to  the  Crown  of 
England^  as  any  other  in  Subjection  to  it  in  Ame¬ 
rica  ;  of  infinite  Prejudice  to  the  Trade  and  Com¬ 
merce  of  the  French ,  our  natural  and  inveterate 
Foe ;  and  of  as  much  Security  to  our  own  Co¬ 
lonies  and  Plantations  near  it. 

Nor  were  the  Officers  and  Seamen  of  the  Royal 
Squadron  at  all  inferior  in  their  feveral  Depart¬ 
ments  to  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Army,  and  while 
we  admire  the  diftinguifhed  Rapidity  of  Crumpe , 
the  gallant  Impetuofity  of  Dejhrifay  and  Melville , 
Y/o  are  called  upon  with  equal  Juftice  to  applaud  the 
fpirited  Perfeverance  of  the  intrepid  Shuldam ,  and 
the  youthful  Ardour  of  the  brave  old  Lejlie  not  to 
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omit  the  memorable  and  irrefiftible  Fire  of  the 
St.  George  *  and  Cambridge -f,  of  which  a  French¬ 
man  fpeaking  in  Reply  to  a  Queftion  I  had  afked 
him,  44  Hew  they  came  to  quit  the  Citadel?**  an~ 
fwered  with  fome  Warmth,  cc  Eh!  comment  Mon- 
fieur  ?  F out  autre  que  le  Diablo  eut  quit  to  la  Ciia -

It  would  be  in  vain  to  recite  each  particular 
Inftance  of  remarked  Valour  in  the  Fleet,  and  in 
the  Camp  *,  but  in  general,  I  believe  it  may  be  al¬ 
lowed  that  in  both,  the  Officers  did  their  Duty> 
and  the  Men  fought  boldly  and  like  Englijhmen  j| : 
It  is  faid  they  have  been  lo  happy  as  to  appear  fa¬ 
vourably  in  the  Eyes  of  our  moft  gracious  Sove¬ 
reign*  in  whole  Caule  the  Brave  bleed  freely* 
and  whole  Royal  Approbation  is  the  moft  Glo¬ 
rious  Reward  a  Soldier  can  acquire.
